Hungry Huskies 


It was the winter of 2014 and I was in North Texas visiting family. If you're in North 
Texas, the must-see attraction is AT&T Stadium, where the NFL’s Dallas Cowboys play. 

An impossible-to-miss feature of the stadium is its 60-yard-wide 
video board hanging over the field. During a tour, the screen seemed 
to follow me wherever I went, which, I suppose, is the point. The screen 
showed a loop of highlights from major sporting events held there over 
the past year. I suddenly heard CBS announcer Jim Nantz proclaim, 
“The Huskies once again are in basketball heaven!” 

As I watched highlights of the UConn men’s basketball team’s 
championship game victory over Kentucky, I remembered that earlier 
that year, the Huskies had claimed their fourth national championship in this building. 
A lifelong UConn fan, I had a prideful smile on my face as I walked around the home of 
football’s Cowboys, thinking mostly about basketball’s Huskies. 

I haven't felt that way about the Huskies since then, as the team has slipped from 
supremacy to mediocrity to near irrelevance. The coach that night in North Texas, Kevin 
Ollie, has since been fired and is embroiled in a rancorous fight with the university. 

Earlier this year, fresh hope came to the program in the form of a new head coach: 
Dan Hurley. A bitter divorce drags on. But Hurley, a passionate, hardworking product 
of a family defined by basketball, and UConn, a blue-collar school defined by hustle 
and tenacity, seem like the ideal marriage.

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AN INCREASE IN THE BEAR POPULATION HAS LED TO CALLS FOR LEGAL HUNTS. BUT IS THAT REALLY SAFER?

I saw my first bear this summer. I was 
working from home in New Fairfield, a small 
town on the New York border in northern 
Fairfield County, when my normally quiet, 
34-pound labradoodle retriever transformed 
into full beast mode. She flung her paws 
against the window, accenting furious barks 
with deep, guttural growls, unlike any sound 
Pd heard her make before. 

Walking onto my front porch, I sawa 
large black bear, lazily picking through 
the spoils of my garbage can, which he — 

I learned later this bear was probably male 
— had previously knocked over and opened. 

I moved back into the house, flinging 

the door shut behind me. A moment later, 


prompted by my wife — whose motives 
I’m only now beginning to suspect — 

I ventured out again, to do what so many 
of us do when we encounter one of the 


Northeast’s most powerful predators: take 
a photo. As my camera clicked, the bear 
looked up from his food. Our eyes met. 


2018 might be the year of the bear 
in Connecticut. Bear numbers swelled 
to about 800, according to the state 
Department of Energy and Environmental 
Protection, a population size not seen 


here in more than 150 years. Reported 
bear incidents also reached all-time highs, 
with more than 7,850 sightings reported 
to DEEP between October 2017 and 
September of this year. 

In August, a bear walked through 
the automatic doors of a Bristol liquor 
store, and by October there were at least 
25 reported instances of bears entering 
Connecticut homes this year. That is nearly 
twice the 2017 full-year total of 13 bear 
home entries, and far more than the yearly 
average of about six. 

Bears have been seen in about 140 of 
Connecticut’s 169 towns and cities. They 
are found in greatest numbers in Litchfield 
County, western Hartford County and the 
northern portions of both Fairfield and New 
Haven counties. However, they are moving 
south in Fairfield and New Haven counties, 
and have been spotted more frequently east 
of the Connecticut River, though there are 
no permanent bear establishments there 
as of yet. DEEP estimates Connecticut can 
support about 3,000 bears. 

“As the population continues to grow 
and expand you will see them push into 
new territory,” says Chris Collibee, DEEP 
spokesman. 

You will also likely see new proposals to 


legalize the limited hunting of bears, which 
is currently illegal in the state. “We’re the 
only state in New England without a bear 
hunt,” Collibee says. 

Earlier this year, DEEP supported 
legislative efforts to allow for a limited bear 
hunt in Litchfield County. The proposal 
was voted down by the Legislature’s 
Environment Committee 21-8. As with 
similar proposals in the past, it met with 
fierce resistance from animal rights and 
environmental groups including the 
Connecticut chapter of the Sierra Club and 
Darien-based Friends of Animals, whose 
members point to statistics showing many 
more people die from hunting accidents 
than from bear attacks. 

In testimony submitted in March, DEEP 
Commissioner Robert Klee said, “It is the 
opinion of our wildlife biologists that bear 
hunting — with prudent limitations — is 
consistent with best practices for wildlife 
management in Connecticut.” 

With a new governor scheduled to take 
office, it is unclear what the state’s position 
on bear hunts will be going forward, but 
representatives of groups on both sides of the 
issue have stances that remain unchanged. 

The Coalition of Connecticut Sportsmen, 
a state advocacy organization dedicated 
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to protecting hunting and fishing rights 
as well as gun rights, has also lobbied 

the legislature in support of a bear hunt. 
Bob Crook, executive director of the 
organization, says that it is expensive 

for DEEP to deal with problem bears by 
catching or euthanizing them. “A better, 
more effective way of getting the population 
down is to allow hunting,” he says, noting 
there is interest in hunting bears from 
Connecticut hunters who would eat the 
meat and have the hide and fur tanned. 

“Maybe somebody has to be killed by 
one of these bears before we take anything 
seriously,” he says. 

Fran Silverman, communications 
director of Friends of Animals, which 
supports a vegan lifestyle, disagrees with 
Crook’s assessment of the risk. She says 
a bear hunt is more of a threat than that 
posed by bears, as hunting accidents are 
far more common than bear attacks. “In 
Connecticut, between 2011 and 2016, there’s 
been 13 accidents and one hunting fatality, 
and zero bear fatalities,” she says. Silverman 
adds that from 1982, around when bears 
first returned to Connecticut, up until 2016 
there were 114 hunting accidents and 13 
fatalities, while no one was killed by bears 
over the same time period. 

Though there are attacks on livestock 
and pets each year in Connecticut, bear 
attacks on humans are exceedingly rare. 
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In 2017, a bear was euthanized after 
swiping at a woman walking her dog 

in a Simsbury park, but Collibee from 
DEEP says, “We've never had an overly 
significant incident of a bear attacking a 
human, at least in recent memory.” 


The bear population in Connecticut 
was nonexistent by the mid-1800s thanks 
to aggressive hunting and widespread 
deforestation to make room for farmland.

Black bears survived in western 
Massachusetts, and after forests returned 
to much of Connecticut, they began 
traveling back in the 1980s. Males range 
from 150 to 450 pounds, and though they 
are not classified as true hibernators, their 
body temperature is lowered and heart rate 
slows during denning periods, generally 
between late November and mid-March in 
Connecticut. They commonly den under 
fallen trees or in brush piles, but varied 
sites are used including rocky ledges. While

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denning, they don’t eat, defecate or urinate, 
but will usually wake up when disturbed. 
Though bears are more active between 
March and November, Collibee says, “it 

is not unusual to see the occasional bear 
during the winter months.” 

Bears have an excellent sense of smell 
and will seek out garbage and other food 
left outside. Though generally shy, and 
fearful of humans, according to DEEP’s 
fact sheet, “if they regularly find food near 
houses and areas of human activity, they 
can lose their fear of humans.” 

Bear-hunt proponents believe a hunt 
would help instill a healthy fear of humans 
in more bears. Tracy Rittenhouse, a 
professor of wildlife ecology in UConn’s 
Department of Natural Resources and 
the Environment, says, “The scientific 
literature provides good evidence for other 
wildlife species changing their behavior in 
response to hunting,” but adds, “I think the 
evidence in the scientific literature specific 
to black bears just hasn't been collected.” 

In 2017, Rittenhouse published research 
showing that the largest bear populations 
in Connecticut were found on the 
fringes of suburban areas, rather than in 
rural areas. These “exurban areas” have 
woodlands as well as scattered houses, 
offering bears garbage- and bird feeder- 
foraging opportunities. More recently, 
Rittenhouse and colleagues looked at how 
bears living in low-density neighborhoods 


navigated through them. Analyzing data 
from GPS monitors on bear collars in 
currently unpublished research, they found 
that as bears travel across the state, on 
average, they avoid houses and roads, but 
“there are some [bears] that move through 
that neighborhood moving almost toward 
houses and toward roads.” 

Rittenhouse says the behavior observed 
in both studies is most likely not behavior 
only exhibited by Connecticut bears. 

“T’ve not seen anything here in 
Connecticut that’s completely different 
than bears in New York or Massachusetts,” 
says Rittenhouse, who will speak about 
the increased sightings of bears and other 
large mammals at an event of the Aspetuck 
Land Trust on Nov. 14 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Unitarian Church in Westport. “I think 
what’s unique about Connecticut is that 
we have [a lot of neighborhoods with] 
this housing density that typifies exurban 
housing development. ... What our 
research has shown is that it’s a housing 
density that bears really like, too.” 


The bear that visited my house and 
feasted on my garbage was huge. As cute 
as he looks in pictures, in real life he was 
terrifying. My wife hasn't walked the dog at 
night since his appearance, and every time 
my dog barks, I go into high alert, scanning 


the perimeter of the lawn from my windows. 


Even so, it would be heartbreaking to 
see this bear hunted and killed. While 
not everyone agrees with that sentiment, 
people on both sides of the bear hunt 
issue do agree that those of us who live in 
neighborhoods near bear populations need 
to take more steps to prevent encounters. 
These include keeping garbage in a shed or 
garage, not leaving bird feeders out from 
March till late November and storing grills 
inside. Bear sightings can be reported to 
DEEP through its website at ct.gov/deep. 
Those requiring immediate assistance with 
a bear should call DEEP’s 24-hour hotline 
at 860-424-3333. 

I’ve heard the saying that “a fed bear is a 
dead bear,” the notion that feeding a bear, 
whether intentionally or unintentionally, 
lures them into more interactions with 
humans and increases the odds they will 
end up being euthanized. I took the saying 
to heart, moving my garbage indoors and 
attempting to clean my property of anything 
that might tempt the bear in the future. 
Bears frequently return to places where 
they've found food in the past, and a few 
weeks after my initial meeting, my dog once 
more sprung into beast mode. This time 
I knew the signs. Looking out the window, 

I watched as the bear walked down my 
driveway and past where the garbage used 
to be. Finding nothing, he kept walking 
instead of hanging out again. Thankfully, 
I haven't seen him since.

on how to stay safe at home 
and when out and about. 








NTIALS 


NEAR YOUR HOME 


Bears are attracted to garbage, pet food, 
compost piles, fruit trees, and bird 
feeders. 

1D remove bird feeders and bird food 
from late March through November. 
1D. eliminate food attractants by 
placing garbage cans inside a garage or 
shed. Add ammonia to trash to make it 
unpalatable. 

(DO clean and store grills in a garage 
or shed after use. (Propane cylinders 
should be stored outside.) 

DON’T intentionally feed bears. 
Bears that become accustomed to 


finding food near your home may 
become “problem” bears. 


DON’T approach or try to get closer 
to a bear to get a photo or video. 


DON'T leave pet food outside 
overnight. 


DOIN’ T add meat or sweets toa 
compost pile. 


Bears normally leave an area once they have 
sensed a human. If you see a bear, enjoy it from 
a distance. 


1D© make your presence known by making 
noise while hiking. Hike in groups. If you see a 
bear, make enough noise and wave your arms 
so the bear is aware of your presence. 


[DO keep dogs on a leash and under control. 
A roaming dog might be perceived as a threat 
to a bear or its cubs. 


[DO back away slowly if you surprise a bear 
nearby. 


DON'T approach or try to get closer toa 
bear to get a photo or video. 


DON’T run or climb a tree. If possible, wait 
ina vehicle or building until the bear leaves 
the area.

AMID INCREASED SIGHTINGS AND 
CONFRONTATIONS ACROSS THE 
STATE, WILDLIFE EXPERTS SAY THE 
WILY CANINE IS HERE TO STAY

An eerie, predatory vibe resonates 
through the air when the coyotes of 
Connecticut communicate with one 
another in a series of yips, barks and 
howls. It’s hair-raising and, today, a 
regular occurrence. Coyotes are highly 
intelligent, agile, astute hunters that have 
found a glitch in the system, figuring 
out a way to not just live with us, but in 
spite of us, and prosper in our urban and 
suburban ecosystems. 

Although coyotes were first reported in 
Connecticut in the 1950s, the realization 
that they live among us didn’t become a 
reality until the ’80s and early 90s when 
the number of sightings began to swell. 
Now, with an estimated population of 
3,000 to 5,000, coyotes are seen in every 
town in the state and every continental 
state in the union. 

While there is disagreement over how 
much the population is rising, there is 
no dispute that coyote sightings, as with 
bears, have spiked in recent years. And 
similar to bears, residents of the state’s 
densely populated suburbs and even its 
cities are increasingly coming into contact 
with coyotes. Coyote attacks on people are 
extremely rare, but a few scary encounters 
have been reported and pets have been lost 
to the predators, causing some towns to issue 
kits to residents to scare the animals away. 
There have been calls to increase hunting of 
the animals. Others say coyotes are here to 
stay, even helping to keep the state’s wildlife 
populations in balance, and residents need 
to learn to live alongside the creatures. 

Last year saw an increase in reports of 
coyotes threatening people, with most 
incidents involving dog owners being 
approached while walking with their pet 
or defending their pet during aggressive 
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confrontations or attacks. There have been 
three “flesh to flesh” coyote-human incidents 
in Connecticut in the past decade, says Chris 
Vann, a wildlife biologist with the state 
Department of Energy and Environmental 
Protection and a coyote expert. Of those 
three documented cases, one involved a 
rabid coyote, another involved a coyote that 
was being fed at a rest stop in Branford and 
the last occurred when an owner tried to 
intervene in a dog-coyote altercation. 

“For the most part, coyotes want to stay 
clear of humans as much as possible. It’s 
only when they are ‘food conditioned’ 
that they become bold and then can be 
problematic to humans,” Vann says. 

Known as “tricksters” in the mythology 
of the indigenous peoples of North 
America, coyotes have become adept 
at aligning their lives with ours. The 
colonists wiped out wolves as apex 
predators in Connecticut. For the past 
seven decades, the non-native coyote has 
filled the position with ease, taking up 
permanent residency in the fabric of our 
wild tapestry, as well as our backyards, 
green spaces and city enclaves. 

“They are telling a contemporary 
evolution story that is happening right 
under our noses,” Vann says. “Coyotes are 
resilient and better at surviving than most.” 

‘The coyote moved west to east, 
learning to alter its lifestyle according to 
the environment. They expanded their 
territory and diversified their DNA, 
intermingling with wolves and domestic 
dogs, giving them larger frames, longer legs 
and darker coats, differentiating them from 
their western relatives. 

Dining mainly on mice, squirrels, 
rabbits, rats and chipmunks, coyotes also 
consume skunk, opossum and raccoons, 





which make them a critical component 

in the food chain. Studies have shown an 
increase in rodent populations in areas 
where coyotes have been removed. In 
addition, coyotes help keep the number of 
feral cat colonies in check. They also prey 
on fawns, helping to do the same for deer 
numbers, and according to Vann, they 
will sometimes “pack up” to take down an 
adult deer. 

Allyson Halm, animal control officer 
for New Canaan, praises coyotes for being 
what she calls natural remedies. Driven by 
a primal need for increased protein power 
during key times of the year, coyotes have 
gotten a bad rap for occasionally preying 
on our beloved cats and dogs. In 2017, 
seven dogs and six cats were killed by 
coyotes, according to state records. Vann 
believes actual numbers of pet attacks and 
injuries are higher, as many pet owners fail 
to report incidents. 

High caloric need for coyotes is from late 
September through April — late September 
through December while “dispersal” is 
taking place and young coyotes search 
for territories and mates of their own, in 
January and February during courtship 
and mating, and again in March and April, 
during birthing time. A lull comes in May 
through August, when pups are reared. 

In an effort to inform residents of her 
town about how to live with these wily 
carnivores, Halm hands out “coyote hazing 
kits,” which include reusable air horns, 
mini air blasters, bear bells, whistles, 
reflective tape and soda cans filled with 
pennies to be thrown at the animals. 

“I think the kits are the first step in the 
humane treatment of coyotes,” Halm says. 

She adds, “It falls on us to keep our pets 
safe. Don’t let them roam free, make sure 
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dogs are on leashes and paid attention to, 
cats are inside, especially at night. And 
invisible fences are not a defense.” 

Vann agrees, and says, “The best way to 
keep pets safe is to haze coyotes using loud 
noises and lots of movement and put up 
structural fences in yards.” Connecticut 
allows trapping and hunting of coyotes 


first it’s a good thing 


on private land, but not at night. Coyote 
night hunting is permitted in states 
including Maine, New Hampshire, New 
York and Pennsylvania. 

A bill that would have allowed 
Connecticut’s first night hunt of coyotes 
came before the General Assembly’s 
Environment Committee this spring,

HOW MARTHA STEWART’S OVEN ENDED UP IN OUR KITCHEN

Talk about pressure cooking! 

My wife, Eve, has a hard act to follow 
when she next roasts a chicken or bakes 
muffins. We just had a beautiful, gently used 
Maytag stainless steel double oven expertly 
installed in the wall of our Westport kitchen. 

Its previous owner, a former Westport 
resident, ironically, did some rather 
successful baking in it in New York — 
Martha Stewart. Eve’s baked and broiled 
dishes have been enjoyed by friends and 
family on a regular basis. Martha's? They've 
wowed millions on her various TV cooking 
shows over the years. 

So how'd we end up with her oven? 
Funny you should ask ... 

Like most homeowners, we had our 
house inspected before buying it in 1996. It 
passed, but the inspector cautioned that the 
appliances, while working, were sub-par, 
and would likely have to be replaced soon. 
Almost 22 years later he was right about 
one. Gee, how'd he know? 

Our built-in, Allegro-model gas oven 
conked out. It wasn’t the first time. Three 
years earlier it was on the fritz, but all it 
needed then was a new igniter. Michael 
Jordan (not that one), owner of REO 
Appliances in Norwalk, did the job. 

Jordan returned to our home recently 
for what we thought would be the same 
fix. No luck. The igniter did again need 
replacing, but this time there was also a 
small hole found in the burner valve. The 
oven was a goner. 

Normally no big deal, except the space 
in the wall was small width-wise, barely 
25 inches or so, limiting our choices, with 
a height of several feet to accommodate a 
microwave. Jordan then said something 
encouraging, if a bit bizarre. 

“T don’t believe it, but there is someone 
in New Canaan with a gas oven they can’t 
use that I think might fit here,” he said. “It

was Martha Stewart’s. 


Come again? 

“I was just over there,” he said. 

“The homeowner is doing a kitchen 
renovation. He already had the oven. 
One problem. It’s a gas oven and he 
doesn’t have gas. He didn’t realize it 
was a gas oven.” 

Jordan called the homeowner, 

Jim Goebel, to get the oven’s exact 
measurements. Bingo! It would fit. 

So how and why did Goebel, a tall, 
affable, longtime Fairfield County 
home builder, have an oven he couldn't 
use that had been Martha Stewart's? 

“My daughter used to work in 
marketing for the Martha Stewart 
Living magazine in the city,” he said. 

“She called us one day about two years 
ago and said they’re dismantling the 
studio kitchens there. I guess Martha 
Stewart used to have TV shows where 
she’d cook up something in the oven.” 

Stewart’s employees were given 
first crack at buying the almost-new 
appliances for significant discounts. 

“I drove my Suburban to the 
loading dock in New York, and they 
had quite a few appliances there, 
including a couple of ovens, all with 
price tags,” Goebel said. “This oven cost 
$250. It’s a 24-inch, which is an unusually 
small double oven. Most are 30 or 36 
inches. It looked practically new when we 
got it. It’s been sitting in our garage for a 
while. I didn’t meet Martha Stewart, by the 
way. In fact, I don’t think my daughter ever 
even met her.” 

Fast-forward to when Jordan was at 
Goebel’s house. 

“Michael came out to look at our 
refrigerator, and we had him take a look at 
the oven,” Goebel said. “He told us it was 
gas. So we said, ‘Oh well, that’s $250 down 
the drain.’ He called back an hour later and 
said, ‘Do you still have the gas oven?’” 





but was not voted on amid vigorous debate 
from both sides of the issue.

It would take some doing and scheduling 
before Eve could follow Martha. Goebel 
was kind enough to deliver the oven to 
us. I gave him the $250 he’d paid for it, 
so he was happy to be even. Jordan had 
to convert the oven from natural gas to 
propane. Then Matt Reith, REO’s top 
installer, and his son Matt Jr. spent several 
hours removing the old oven, preparing the 
empty space, adding some thin wood for a 
perfect fit, switching out the old gas line for 
a new one, and finally moving and securing 
Martha’s ex-oven into the wall. 

We tested it out at 350 degrees. Within 
no time, two long, beautiful rows of blue 
flames appeared. “You made out like a fat 
rat,” Jordan said.

A NEW HAVEN DUO’S REAL-LIFE COMIC ABOUT A SYRIAN REFUGEE FAMILY 
RESETTLING IN CONNECTICUT WINS JOURNALISM’S ULTIMATE PRIZE

Jake Halpern was boarding a plane with 
his family when the call came. 

It was from an editor at The New York 
Times with whom Halpern, a New Haven 
journalist, worked. The editor told him that, 
along with collaborator Michael Sloan, he 
had won the Pulitzer Prize for editorial 
cartooning in 2018 for Welcome to the New 
World, an innovative nonfiction comic 
about a Syrian refugee family in the U.S. 

Hearing the news about the Pulitzer, 
Halpern’s eyes started to tear. At first his 
wife thought there had been a death in 
the family. 

“My wife hugged me and my two little 
boys hugged me,” he recalls of his family’s 
reaction upon learning the good news. 
“People were trying to get past us to get on 
the plane.” 

Back in New Haven, Sloan got a similar 
call while at his son’s soccer practice. 

“I didn’t believe it. I thought it was a 
mistake,” he says. 

The award was announced in April of 
this year. In 2016, Halpern had pitched a 
different story about a Syrian refugee to The 
Times that was declined, but the editor he 
pitched it to put him in touch with Bruce 
Headlam, another editor who wanted to do 
a nonfiction comic on a refugee family. 

It was an outside-the-box project and a 
first for The Times, but Halpern loved the 
concept. A frequent contributor to The New 
York Times and The New Yorker, Halpern 
has also produced radio segments for This

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American Life and Snap Judgment. The 
author of several nonfiction books including 
Bad Paper, about debt collectors, as well 

as young adult fantasy novels, Halpern 
thought a comic about a refugee family 
would be a new way to get readers’ attention. 

“People just have fatigue with refugee 
stories,” he says. “We all have this thing, 
and I know I'm guilty of it too, where 
you go to The Times’ website or wherever 
you get your news, and you read the first 
paragraph and you're like, ‘I just can’t deal. 
I cannot right now deal with yet another 
story about you name it: global warming, 
refugees, mass incarceration, turmoil in the 
White House.’ You turn off.” 

But a comic would be so different. He 
thought it would cut through the noise 
and resonate with people. Also, it could be 
consumed quickly. “It only takes about 45 
seconds to read eight panels,” Halpern says. 

He started looking for an illustrator 
and was recommended to check out 
Sloan, who had an impressive résumé and 
had contributed more than 100 pieces to 
The Times in the past. 

Though they lived just blocks away from 
one another in New Haven, Sloan and 
Halpern had never met, but immediately 
got along and had a shared vision for the 
comic. Sloan was equally as passionate 
about the subject matter as Halpern. 

“To be able to learn more about the 
experience of refugees, and to do it in 
a way that expressed compassion and

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understanding and tolerance, which I think 
our comic does, sounded very important to 
me,” Sloan says. 

With Sloan on board, Halpern contacted 
Chris George, the executive director of 
New Haven-based IRIS (Integrated Refugee 
& Immigrant Services), who suggested 
following a family from the day they 
arrived in the U.S. 

Halpern and Sloan met with two 
brothers and their families — names have 
been concealed to protect their privacy — 
as they arrived in New Haven on Election 
Day 2016 fresh from a flight from Jordan. 
On the day the families arrived, Hillary 
Clinton was the overwhelming favorite to 
win the election, and presidential politics 
didn’t seem a major factor in the story. 

A day later, with Trump’s upset victory 
beginning to sink in, Halpern says he 
realized, “This story has become something 
much bigger than it was yesterday.” As he 
writes in the introduction to the comic, 

“In effect, the brothers and their families 
landed in one country and woke up the 
next morning in another.” 

Halpern and Sloan worked with 
the two families through translators. 
(One of the translators was Syrian- 
born Mohamad Hafez, a New Haven 
architect and artist who was profiled in 
this magazine in 2016.) They obtained 
permission to tell the story of the two 
brothers and their wives and children, 
who had fled Syria in 2012 to Jordan, and 
four years later obtained visas to come to 
the U.S. as refugees. 

Over 20 short installments published 
beginning in 2017, the comic tells the 
poignant story of a family’s uncertain 
first steps in a new and strange country. 
The story is rife with drama. One brother 
had back pain from being tortured by 
the Assad regime, and one branch of the 
family had to move after receiving a death 
threat. But there are also many moments 
of both warmth and hope. Sloan’s blue- 
and-white panels provide intimate 
snapshots of emotion, heightening the 
dialogue and story. 

“My main aims were to express the 
humanity of the families and to do so in 
a way that did justice to them and their 
story,” Sloan says. 

Today, Halpern and Sloan are working 
on expanding the project into a book that 
will be released next year. For the book, the 
families will reveal their identities. 

Reflecting on the work while at an East 
Rock coffeehouse, both said they were 
proudest of the final installment of the comic. 

“The theme of it is that there’s this key 
that the mom carries with her everywhere,” 
Halpern says. “It’s the key to their house in 
Syria. The key is almost this talisman, it’s 
the promise that she’ll one day return. She 
holds to it. At the very end of the comic,

they get a video from their neighbors that 
the house is gone. They see the video image 
of the destroyed home and the last image 
is of the mom clasping her hand around 
the key and the key kind of vanishes in the 
palm of her hand. You don’t know whether 
it means the key is vanished and it’s gone, 
or she is clutching the key so close because 
the key is now all that she has.” 

Halpern says he knew it was effective after 
he saw his 10-year-old son reading a copy 
of it his wife had left on the counter. “He 
looked up and there were tears in his eyes 
and he said, ‘Dad, they had a home just like 
us, didn’t they?’ That was really a meaningful 
moment to me,” Halpern says. 
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WWII’s Unknown Sea Disaster 


75 YEARS AFTER THE SINKING OF THE HT ROHNA RESULTED IN THE DEATHS OF 1,138 MEN, AN EFFORT IS UNDERWAY TO 
BRING ATTENTION TO THE CONNECTICUT SOLDIERS ON BOARD | BY MARK ZARETSKY

Talk about the USS Arizona, and many 
people remember the massive loss of life. 
Its 1,177 sailors lost were among the 2,403 
US. citizens killed in the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. 

Mention the HMT Rohna and all you'll 
get are blank stares. 

Blank stares, even though 1,138 men died 
during the Rohna’s Nov. 26, 1943, sinking in 
the Mediterranean by a German Luftwaffe 
glide bomb off the coast of Algeria. Nearly 
as many died as on the Arizona. 

While the 461-foot Rohna was a British 
transport ship, 1,015 Americans — some of 
them from Connecticut — were among the 
dead that day. It was the largest loss of U.S. 
servicemen at sea in World War II, says 
Michael Walsh, past president of the Rohna 
Survivors Memorial Association, whose 
stepfather served on the USS Pioneer, 
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one of five ships that rescued about 1,000 
survivors of the Rohna. 

But for reasons that include the fact that 
it was one of the first successful uses by the 
Nazis of radar-guided glide bombs during 
World War HU, the Rohna’s sinking was 
quickly classified by the British and U.S. 
governments. For years, many relatives of 
those lost on the Rohna weren't even told 
how they died — and generations of kids 
grew up knowing only that their father or 
uncle or other relative “was lost in the war.” 

“There were a lot of relatives who never 
knew what happened to their loved ones,” 
says Walsh, a Newport, Rhode Island, author 
and video producer who has recorded 38 
hours of the Rohna’s survivors — many of 
whom have since died — telling their stories. 

Even now, the story “is not well known,” 
says Walsh, who has written two books on 





the Rohna — Rohna Memories and Rohna 
Memories II. So when the 75th anniversary 
of the Rohna’s sinking rolls around on Nov. 
26, there is likely to be little fanfare. But 
there will be at least one commemoration 
in Connecticut a few days later. 

While many of the enlisted men who 
died on the Rohna trained at what was 
then Bradley Field in Windsor Locks, no 
one seems to know exactly how many 
Connecticut residents died in the boat’s 
sinking. But we do know that among 
them were three sons of West Haven, all 
of whom grew up together and enlisted on 
the very same day in January 1943: Pfc. 
John T. Cox, Pfc. Pasquale J. Logiodice 
and Pfc. Pacifico Migliore. 

There is a brick bearing Logiodice’s 
name and the name of the ship on the West 
Haven Veterans Walk of Honor in Bradley 
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Point Park on the Savin Rock shore. 
But there is little else in Connecticut to 
commemorate the Rohna’s loss. 

“We want them known. We want the 
story known — it should be,” says West 
Havener Joe Weber, a retired teacher. “It’s 
an amazing national story.” 

The Rohna “is second to the Arizona” in 
lives lost, “and millions of people every year 
go to the Arizona,” Weber says. “Our goal is 
to make it known in some small way.” 

Weber and others working with him 
in West Haven have no direct connection 
to the Rohna or the three West Haveners 
who lost their lives on it. But West Haven 
is a city full of veterans. It is home to the 
VA Connecticut Healthcare System’s West 
Haven Campus as well as the West Haven 
Veterans Museum & Learning Center. This 
kind of thing resonates in the coastal city. 
It’s fitting, then, that just a few days after 
the anniversary of the Rohna’s sinking, 

a ceremony honoring those aboard the 
ship is scheduled for Dec. 2 at 1:30 p.m. 
at the West Haven Veterans Museum and 
Learning Center, 30 Hood Terrace. 

“My father was a World War I disabled 
veteran. Two of my brothers were World 
War II, and my best friend was killed in 
Korea,” says Weber, who grew up in New 
Haven’s City Point neighborhood, just 





across the West River from West Haven. 
“My great-grandfather was a German 
immigrant, and at 33 he was in the Civil 
War,” he says. “I was inspired by that stuff.” 

Weber, who first learned about the 
Rohna through his involvement with the 
city’s Ward-Heitmann House Museum, has 
been working for months with John Dolan, 
who has helped research the sinking of 
the Rohna and track down relatives. “Joe 
Weber asked me about a year and a half 
ago,” says Dolan, whose sister is a reference 
librarian. He quickly enlisted her help. 

Their first big breakthrough was a story 
they found on microfilm from the May 
17, 1944, New Haven Evening Register — 
nearly six months after the Rohna went 
down — with the headline, “West Haven 
Buddies Lost In Sinking.” 

“War-time tragedy struck at three West 
Haven homes today. Within the space of 24 
hours the fateful War Department telegram, 
‘We deeply regret to inform you...’ was 
delivered to the families of three lads who 
had previously been reported missing, lads 
who will now join the ranks of heroic men 
who gave their lives for their country,” the 
story began. 

The three young men “died in the murky 
darkness of a night last November when 
the troop transport on which they were 


heading toward battle was sunk in the 
Mediterranean by enemy action.” 

The three “had been brought up in West 
Haven together, they went to grammar 
school and West Haven High School 
together. They entered the army on the same 
day, they were in the same company, they 
came home on furloughs together — they 
died together.” 

Through other research, Dolan and 
Weber managed to get in touch with two 
nephews of Logiodice — both now in their 
60s but born years after their uncle died. 

“My best recollection was that my 
grandparents never wanted to talk about 
it. It was a taboo subject,” says Peter 
Logiodice, who lives in Maine. “Even to 
this day, (Pasquale Logiodice’s) one living 
sister doesn’t want to know anything or 
talk about it. I believe they were bitter 
about what happened.” 

Peter’s father was Pasquale’s brother. 
Peter’s brother, retired state trooper and 
Guilford resident Bill Logiodice, declined 
to talk about his uncle or what happened to 
the Rohna. 

For years, Peter Logiodice says, he 
knew nothing about what happened to his 
uncle. It wasn’t until his son dug up some 
information about the Rohna online about 
15 years ago that he learned the whole story. 


The HMT Rohna was sunk by the Germans 
on Nov. 26, 1943, with a loss of more than 
1,100 American soldiers. It was the first 
ship ever sunk by a radio-controlled rocket. 
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The front page of the May 17, 1944, edition of the 
New Haven Evening Register reported the loss of 
three sailors from West Haven who were aboard 
the Rohna. 


But looking back on his life, certain 
things now have become clearer. “When 
I was 18, Vietnam was going on,” and in 
1968, “my father pushed me to join the 
Army Reserve, just so I wouldn't be drafted 
and sent over there to fight.” Logiodice’s 
father “never talked about it with us until 
much later in life,” he says. 

Logiodice may not make it down to 
the West Haven event to honor Pasquale 
Logiodice and the others who died on the 
Rohna. But he believes that “anybody that 
served in any of our wars and gave their lives 
for our country deserves to be honored.” 

One source of information for Weber 
and Dolan as they research the loss of the 
three young West Haveners is Catherine 
Ladnier of Greenwich, an author and 
playwright. Ladnier’s late uncle, William 
George Brown, was a Rohna survivor who 
served in the 853rd Engineers Aviation 
Battalion, which she says was based out of 
Dyersburg, Tennessee, although enlisted 
men trained at Bradley Field. 

Ladnier wrote a one-act play, Apron 
Strings, based on a trove of letters from 
Brown to his wife, Mae, and sister, Eva — 
Ladnier’s mother — that she found in her 
mother’s house after she died in 2001. 

There were two units on the Rohna with 
Connecticut connections, the 853rd and the 
332nd, which trained at Yale, Ladnier says. 

“Just about every state lost someone 
— but Connecticut, they lost a lot,” says 
Ladnier, a native of South Carolina, which 
is where her mother lived and died. 

She was pleased to be in touch with 
Dolan and Weber, saying, “My goal, since 
I discovered this and found the letters from 
my mother, has been to tell the world about 
these brave men.” 

The West Haven people “really want to 
do something to honor the people they 
lost,” Ladnier says. 

Ladnier also has been talking to Dolan 
and Weber about someday staging a reading 
of Apron Strings or some of her mother’s 
letters from her uncle in West Haven. 

One letter in particular, written to 
Ladnier’s aunt two years after the disaster, 
tells a riveting story of the attack on the

“The cries of anguish and pain is 
something that I will never forget. 

Men were caught under timbers and 

could not get out. Men were burned 
beyond recognition. Fire started almost 
immediately and began to spread pretty 
fast. As many men as could make it were in 
the water in about 45 minutes. 

“There was only one lifeboat that got into 
the water without capsizing. I saw my mess 
sergeant. He was covered in dough from 
head to foot, and he did not have a lifebelt. 
He was deathly afraid of the water and could 
not swim. I tried to give him my life belt, but 
he would not take it. I went hunting one for 
him, but when I got back he was gone.”

West Hartford resident Skip Desjardin takes us back a 
century to 1918, a year which, at least to most Red Sox 
ans, used to mean just one thing: the last time Boston 
won the World Series. The 86-year drought ended in 2004, 
lessening the association of 
“1918” with the misery of Sox 
ans. But Desjardin reminds us 
that during this time there was 
a lot more going on than Babe 
Ruth making his transition 
rom dominant pitcher to iconic 
slugger. The U.S. was in the 
latter stages of World War 
|. The War Department had 
established the “work or fight” 
order, from which ballplayers 
were exempt until the 
conclusion of the World Series. 
(Rosters had already been decimated due to response to 
the war effort.) The Spanish flu pandemic began to sweep 
through New England, with the close quarters and frequent 
movement of troops contributing to its spread. Desjardin 
digs deep for his first book, weaving sports and history 
with exhaustive research of one month, 100 years ago.

Christopher Wigren doesn’t want people 
to merely read his new book, Connecticut 
Architecture: Stories of 100 Places. He hopes 
we will go out and see for ourselves the 
state’s rich variety of sites and even discover 
some we never knew existed. Perhaps even 
some that didn’t make it into the book. 

While Wigren was working on this 
304-page compilation, a project of the 
Connecticut Trust for Historic Preservation, 
he often thought of architectural historian 
and preservationist Elizabeth Mills Brown. 
She wrote in one of her books: “Architecture 
is for everyone, and there’s enough to go 
around if we'll only learn to take care of it.” 

Brown added: “Go out and keep your 
eyes open. Enjoy every bit of it, whether it’s 
on somebody’s list or not. And above all, 
guard it.” 

Wigren dedicated his book to Brown, 
noting she had intended to write it. But 
after their decades of research together, she 
died in 2008. 

“I kind of inherited it,” Wigren says 
during our talk in his office at the

Connecticut Trust for Historic Preservation 
in Hamden. Wigren, an architectural 
historian, is the Trust’s deputy director. He 
and his colleagues work out of what was 
once a boarding house for Eli Whitney’s 
workers, who walked across Whitney 
Avenue to his factory. 

Wigren’s book, promoted on its back 
cover as “the first comprehensive illustrated 
history of Connecticut architecture,” will 
be published Nov. 6 by Wesleyan University 
Press. Each of the 100 entries has two pages 
of text and evocative photos, paintings, 
drawings or maps. 

How does one go about choosing those 
100 places? “That was probably the hardest 
part of the whole process,” he admits. “There 
were places I’m particularly fond of that 
didn’t make it in.” For example: the Ponemah 
Mills in Taftville (a village in Norwich), 
which in the late 1800s encompassed one of 
the largest textile mills in the country. The 
mills originally had made it into the book 
but got bumped out by another site. 

In the book’s preface, Wigren says the

100 places were chosen “to present a cross 
section of the varied architecture found in 
the state. It is not intended to be a ‘best of? 
state architecture.” 

Wigren tells me with a laugh, “I’m sure 
wherever I go, people will ask me: “How 
could you write a book about Connecticut 
architecture and not include X, Y and Z?’” 

Indeed, during our talk I can’t help 
but point out that Yale’s iconic Harkness 
Tower did not make his list. He nods and 
notes he also didn’t include Yale’s Gothic 
residential college buildings created by 
James Gamble Rogers. 

In keeping with his book’s title, Wigren 
says, “I wanted to choose places that 
tell good stories.” An apt example is the 
Groton Monument, aka the Fort Griswold 
Monument, designed by Ithiel Town. Many 
people have seen the towering stone obelisk 
but few of us know it commemorates the 
battle of Groton Heights. It was fought in 
1781 during a British invasion; more than 
80 Americans were massacred, most after 
they had surrendered. 
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Here’s another story behind a striking 
site, the James Blackstone Memorial 
Library in Branford. How did this small 
town get to have a beautiful, palace-like 
structure for its public library? The answer 
is a $300,000 endowment, a gift from a 
native son, Timothy Beach Blackstone, who 
had moved away and made a fortune in 
Chicago as president of a railroad company. 
The library was a memorial for his father. 

One of the sites you would expect to 
be included in the book, and did make it 
in, is the Mark Twain House, the pride of 
Hartford. But Wigren in his text shoots down 
the popular belief that architect Edward 
Tuckerman Potter intended it to resemble a 
Mississippi River steamboat. In fact, Twain’s 
wife, Olivia, “played a significant role in 
shaping the house to reflect current fashions.” 

Wigren asserts he wanted to show in his 
book that Connecticut’s architecture is “not 
just colonial houses,” but he did include some 
distinguished residences such as the Willis 
Bristol House, built in 1845 on the edge of 
New Haven’s Wooster Square. He describes 
it in the book as “a fantasia of cusped arches, 
windows with sinuous muntins and glints of 
stained glass, and columns balanced uneasily 
on narrow turned bases, all derived from the 
buildings of India.” Wigren says architect 
Henry Austin got the idea for the Indian 
design by reading travel books in libraries. 

Wigren also inserted some surprise 


choices. Who 
would have 
expected to see 
Lakeville’s Lime 
Rock Park in an 
architecture book? 
Wigren says 
the automobile 
racetrack is an 
interesting piece 
of landscape 
design. There are 
no grandstands; 
instead, he 
writes, spectators 
sit on “grassy 
slopes dotted with 
maples and oaks, screened by rows of pines.” 

Asked if he’d had any “Wow!” moments 
during his travels across Connecticut to 
check out interesting places, Wigren recalls 
beholding the First Presbyterian Church in 
Stamford. Architect Wallace K. Harrison, 
who built it from 1953-58, sold his concept 
to the church’s building committee by 
asking: “Have you ever thought what 
it would be like to live inside a giant 
sapphire?” From the outside, Wigren 
writes, it resembles an origami fish; inside 
it is reminiscent of a jewel box. 

“T had been in it only once before,” 
Wigren recalls. “I went back for this 
book and I was bowled over by what an

MEW HAVEN CAT CAFE IS THE FIRST OF ITS KIND IN THE STATE | BY MIKE WOLLSCHLAGER 


How many places do you know of that 
serve drinks in hopes that their customers 
will soon be rolling around on the floor, 
speaking gibberish? To be clear, the place is 
a cat cafe, the drinks are coffee, and there 
are kittens everywhere. But the answer is 
one, at least in Connecticut. 

Angela and Michael Pullo officially 
opened Mew Haven Cat Cafe on Sept. 8 
in the Westville section of the Elm City. 
It is the first of its kind in our state. If 
you've never heard of a cat cafe, the name 
is self-explanatory. It’s a cafe with cats. 
But its mission scratches much deeper 
than the surface. 

In addition to providing an atmosphere 
where cat lovers can congregate to fuss 
over feline frolicing, the cafe serves as a 
foster environment where cats can get used 
to people, and other cats, and hopefully 
find their forever home. At the time of my 
visit in mid-September, five adoptions had 
taken place. Less than two weeks later, that 
number was up to 20. 

But not everyone who walks through the 
door is looking to adopt. Sometimes the 
enjoyment of time spent is heightened when 
you know it’s not a full commitment. (The 
grandparents know what I’m talking about.) 

“People have different ideas and 
experiences that they want to have with 
cats,” Angela says. “Some people are very 
fit to be around cats. They would like to 
play, they would like to have that energy, 
and they want to be reminded of the 
impulsivity and the freeness that cats have 
when they play. Some people just want 
to relax. And we’re glad to provide that 
environment for them where they can just 
kick back and there’s a cat next to them, 
and they can just chat with their friends, 
and that’s amazing in and of itself. 

“I have a person who’s come three times 
already since we’ve opened and he brings a 
book and he’s very happy reading and just 
being around all these animals.” 

The space is a cat’s fantasy world, with 
a never-ending supply of toys and cool 
places to climb and hide. A table leg is 
wrapped in a Lurvig scratching mat, 
intermittent shelves line the walls, and the 
real estate boom has cat condos popping 
up everywhere. Smaller, darker rooms 
are partially cordoned off so still-skittish 
tenants too nervous to join the group can 
feel safe and secure. Ground-level window 
sills overlooking a busy street await for the 
curious ones.

All cat cuteness aside, it’s still a cafe. 
The Pullos take this aspect of the business 
seriously, knowing full well you can’t sell 
kibble to the public. “Michael and I are 
very much food people,” Angela says, “so 
we tasted everything as we decided what 
would be here.” Coffee, supplied by Kitten 
Coffee in New York and Kitty Town Coffee 
in Pennsylvania, is brewed in house. Moon 
Rocks of Hamden handles the gourmet 
cookies and Sweet Treats by Sonia in 
Beacon Falls supplies the cinnamon 
rolls. Wallingford’s Jackie O crafts the 
cat cupcakes, and biscotti is provided by 
Kathy’s Famous Cookies of Milford. 

As Angela says, the time you spend at 
Mew Haven ($12 for an hour) is really 
what you make of it. First you enter a small 
lobby to confirm your reservation and pay. 
(Reservations are encouraged because the 
number of people allowed in the cat lounge 
at one time is capped at 15.) This is also 
where you order and receive your food and 
drink from the “purrista.” You then go to a 
second entrance with two sets of doors (to 
discourage the escape artists) and check in 
with the cat lounge attendant. 

During our visit, friends from Southern 
Connecticut State University are sitting 
on the floor, talking to each other while 
engaging the cats with strings or ribbons. 
Another young couple appears to be on 
a date. The lounge attendant, Acadia, 





mentions to a customer, “Apricot loves 
people, but not other cats.” Apricot was 
the oldest of the 16 cats that were there (14 
were under 6 months). He was adopted less 
than a week after our visit. 

All the cats at Mew Haven come from 
The Animal Haven. “We actually cold- 
called a bunch of shelters and Animal 
Haven was the very first one that 
enthusiastically said yes,” Angela says of 
the North Haven group. “Once Animal 
Haven agreed — and they specifically said 
they wanted to be our exclusive provider 
of animals in order to better regulate the 
animals that would be there, as well as 
their personalities, their health and their 
well-being — we knew we had a partner.” 

If youre interested in finding a partner 
of your own and want to adopt a cat, go 
to mewhavencatcafe.com and reserve an 
hour. If you just want some hot coffee anda 
delicious pastry in the company of cats, that’s 
fine too. Because while they’re all waiting 
to find their forever homes, a good scratch 
behind the ear is a nice way to pass the time.

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A Connecticut theater executive recently 
called it “the biggest change in American 
theater since the start of the regional 
theater movement in the ’60s.” 

Joshua Borenstein, managing director of 
Long Wharf Theatre, was referring to the 
flood of openings for new artistic directors 
across the U.S., including at his own New 
Haven theater. In the past year more than 
two dozen theaters — some of the country’s 
major regional institutions among them 
— have kept search firms hyperactive. 
Never has such a massive leadership change 
happened at one time, spurring hope for a 
new and more diverse generation of artists 
waiting for their turn at the creative reins. 

In Connecticut, two Tony Award- 
winning, half-century-plus theaters are 
in the final stages of finding fresh faces to 
reinvigorate the institutions. But who will 
they be and what will they represent? 

Hartford Stage is seeking a successor 
to Darko Tresnjak, who is exiting in June 
2019 after eight years. He’s leaving in a big 
way, too, with the premiere of his third new 
musical-with-Broadway-aspirations: The 
Flamingo Kid. Tresnjak’s career has been 





hot since he won a Tony for A Gentleman's 
Guide to Love & Murder. This fall he’s 
launching the national and international 
tours of Anastasia. Both musicals, which 
premiered at Hartford Stage, will bring six- 
figure royalties to the theater for some time. 
Tresnjak also made his directing debut at 
the Met last month with Samson et Dalila 
and has more lucrative opera gigs ahead. 

Gordon Edelstein’s exit at New Haven’s 
Long Wharf Theatre is a different matter. 
Edelstein kept the theater’s legacy alive 
during difficult financial times with 
productions of artistic excellence, many 
of them premieres by new as well as 
established playwrights, works that lived on 
in New York and beyond. But his 16-year 
tenure abruptly ended with his firing in 
January after several women, empowered 
by the #MeToo movement, came forward 
with sexual harassment charges. Indeed, 
the movement was a driving factor behind 
vacancies in other theaters, including 
Houston’s Alley Theatre. 

Female artistic directors such as Carey 
Perloff, Molly Smith, Diane Paulus, Irene 
Lewis, Emily Mann and Lynne Meadow

have led high-profile theaters for ages, 
but by percentage, the number of women 
running major theaters is relatively low. 
The same goes for artists of color, with 
Kwame Kwei-Armah, Kenny Leon, Keith 
Grant and Snehal Desai among those 
belonging to that small fraternity. In 
Connecticut, Tazewell Thompson’s run at 
Westport Country Playhouse ended 10 years 
ago, after just two years. None of the state’s 
major theaters, including Hartford Stage 
and TheaterWorks in Hartford, Long Wharf, 
the Goodspeed in East Haddam, and Yale 
Rep in New Haven, have either a woman or 
a person of color at the helm. 


NEW MANTRA 


In 2018, the mantra being heard in 
searches is “EDI — Equality, Diversity and 
Inclusion.” 

““How are you going to address 
community outreach?’ is the No. 1 question 
that is being asked in these interviews,” one 
candidate says. 

But will these aspirations result in a new 
reality by the largely white board members 
who ultimately hire? Will change also include

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staff, crews, artists and even the board itself? 

“T sincerely hope that all of those 
conversations [about the importance of 
EDJ]] make it back to the boards,” Tresjnak 
says. “Because if they don’t, we might not 
see as big a change as everyone is hoping 
for — and then we're going to have a very 
angry field.” 

So far some of the new appointments 
nationally are in a positive direction. Tony 
Award winner Pam MacKinnon succeeded 
Perloff at San Francisco’s American 
Conservatory Theatre in July, but this was 
a gender “wash.” Stephanie Ybarra, who 
ran special artistic projects at New York 
City’s Public Theater (and is a Yale School 
of Drama grad), takes over at London’s 
Young Vic in December from Kwei- 
Armah, who is black. 

Other moves have increased diversity: 
Maria Manuela at Washington, D.C.’s 
Woolly Mammoth Theatre succeeded 
Howard Shalwitz, who co-founded and 
led the theater for 38 years. Hana S. 
Sharif, former associate artistic director 
at Hartford Stage, will take over next year 
at the Repertory Theatre of St. Louis when 
Steven Woolf retires after more than 30 
years. And Johanna Pfaelzer, formerly at 
New York Stage and Film and a graduate 
of Wesleyan University, succeeds Tony 
Taccone who has been with Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre for 33 years. 

White males are not being excluded 
from these positions. At the Shakespeare 
Theatre Company in Washington, D.C., 
Simon Godwin, associate director at 
London’s National Theatre and who 
previously served as associate director of 
the Royal Court Theatre and Bristol Old 
Vic, will succeed Michael Kahn, who has 
been at the helm of STC since 1986, next 
summer. David Ivers, artistic director at 
Arizona Theatre Company, succeeds Marc 
Masterson at South Coast Repertory. 

Other major openings, including at 
Actors Theatre of Louisville, Oregon 
Shakespeare Festival and Kansas City 
Repertory Theatre, and a few in New 
York, are expected soon. As well as here in 
Connecticut, of course. 


WHO’S OUT THERE? 


In speculative conversations with 
theater insiders, certain names keep 
coming up: Obie Award winner Melia 
Bensussen, who also worked at Hartford 
Stage and Waterford’s O’Neill Theater 
Center, is highly mentioned. Another, 
Wendy Goldberg, artistic director of 
the National Playwrights Conference at 
the Eugene O’Neill Theatre Center, was 
a finalist the last go-round at Hartford 
Stage. Tracy Brigden was associate artistic 
director at Hartford Stage and headed 
Pittsburgh’s City Theatre for 16 years until 


her run ended last year. Eric Ting certainly 
knows Long Wharf, having served as 
associate artistic director under Edelstein 
before taking the reins at the California 
Shakespeare Theater. But will he want to 
return? Freelance director Jenn Thompson, 
who has theater cred in Connecticut and 
New York, also has the right stuff. 

Other names: Shawna Cooper, Woolly 
Mammoth director-in-residence and 
Yale School of Drama grad; May Adrales, 
artistic associate at The Public Theater and 
a Yale School of Drama grad; Tony Award- 
nominated director Liesl Tommy and 
freelance director Arin Arbus. Then there’s 
Elizabeth Williamson, current associate 
artistic director at Hartford Stage who 
helped nurture Matthew Lopez’s two-part 
play The Inheritance, which the theater 
commissioned and developed — and 
which is London’s current sensation. It will 
undoubtedly be New York’s next big thing 
— and bypass Connecticut. 

Let’s not forget talented men, too: 
formerly the artistic director of Hartford 
Stage, Michael Wilson, who in the 90s 
was associate artistic director of Houston’s 
Alley Theatre, would be a natural for that 
spot — or could he return to Hartford? 

Or New Haven? Other names mentioned 
include Scott Schwartz, now artistic 
director at Bay Street Theatre in Long 
Island’s Sag Harbor, who was a Hartford 
Stage finalist eight years ago. Maxwell 
Williams, associate artistic director under 
Wilson, is now artistic director of New 
Orleans’ Le Petit Theatre du Vieux Carre. 

And Rob Ruggiero, producing artistic 
director of Hartford’s TheatreWorks and 
with a host of credits on Broadway and 
around the country, is a plum to be picked. 
Other names of note include director 
Michael Arden (Broadway’s Once on This 
Island) and Eric Tucker, creative force 
behind off-Broadway’s Bedlam. 


MONEY MOVES 


It’s not just the status but the salary that 
makes the top artistic positions attractive. 
Over the past decade, while pay increased 
incrementally for actors and staffers, 
artistic directors have seen their income 
rise significantly. Edelstein’s salary and 
compensation for the fiscal year ending 
June 2017 was $228,000; for Tresnjak, 
$243,000. But the highest-paid nonprofit 
theater executive in the state is likely 
David Fay, CEO of the Hartford presenting 
house The Bushnell. For the 12-month 
period ending in June 2016, Fay’s salary/ 
compensation was nearly $500,000. 

EDI aside, also necessary is artistic 
leadership that will excite the box office 
— as well as major donors. Hartford Stage 
did well the last few hires. Wilson gave the 
theater a burst of energy, community focus 


and big ideas and initiatives. Tresnjak laid 

a foundation of dazzling Shakespearean 
productions, brought in commercially 
minded musicals, fostered new works 

and, like Wilson, attracted stars (Mikhail 
Baryshnikov and Kevin Bacon among them). 

But what’s next? Hartford Stage 
is interested in greater community 
engagement — but it also doesn’t want to 
lose its national network, legacy cachet 
and magnet for big names. Fundraising 
and new revenue streams will be 
increasingly vital as the old business 
model for nonprofit theaters — created 
when the regional theater movement 
began — is failing. And though its 
physical theater is finally upgraded, 
Hartford Stage is still limited by having a 
single, 500-seat theater. 

Stronger connections to community is 
much on the minds of Long Wharf board 
members, too. Meanwhile, the theater is 
part of a consortium with New Haven’s 
Shubert Theatre and Albertus Magnus 
College that is bidding to take over a 
former nightclub space in downtown New 
Haven and turn it into a 200-seat theater 
and a 90-seat cabaret space. 

Announcements of the two theaters’ new 


artistic leaders are expected around the end 
of the year. Then the stages will be set for 
further big changes.

There’s so 
many characters. It’s also a film that 
has really stayed very much in people’s 
awareness. I call it the film that doesn’t 
stop celebrating itself. It’s constantly being 
feted in one direction or another. For that 
to have been my first is quite extraordinary. 
Until I did Animal House, I had never met 
an actor who had ever been in a film. I had 
never been on a set before. And it was true 
for a lot of us. For that whole group of 
actors, it created a possibility of working 
in films. Had I not been cast it would have 
taken years for me to be able to move into 
the film world. All of a sudden we were all 
very much in vogue. We were all very much 
in demand.”

Lillias White is someone who knows how 
to stop a show — and she did just that in her 
Tony Award-winning performance in the Cy 
Coleman musical The Life. Ditto for her Tony- 
nominated role in Fela! and her Obie-winning 
role in Romance in Hard Times. Of course, there 
was the moment when she gave the song “The 
Brotherhood of Man” that gospel-soar in the 
revival of How to Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying. 

Still don’t believe me? Then YouTube her 
benefit performance in Funny Girl when she 
brings down the house singing “Don’t Rain on 
My Parade,” after which you might be saying, 
“Barbra who?” 

White will be bringing her concert show to 
the Wall Street Theater in Norwalk on Nov. 4. 

“This show is going to be a lot of fun,” says 
White, who many will know from her Emmy- 
winning role as Rhonda the pink singing 
squirrel on Sesame Street. (She was also Fat 
Annie in the Netflix series The Get Down.) 

Her show will include a tribute to Aretha 
Franklin. “She was very influential to me 
growing up in Brooklyn,” White says. “My 
mother would buy me 45s and her albums. 

I didn’t know at the time what technique was, 
but she certainly gave me insight into how a 





voice works and also how an interpretation of a 
song can be so moving.” 

She says as a youngster she was encouraged 
to sing by her family — especially by her 
grandmother and her aunt, Lillias, who 
performed with the June Taylor Dancers on 
The Jackie Gleason Show. 

“Twas her baby. She would dress me up and 
after a Sunday dinner, the family would clear the 
table and my grandmother would put me up on 
on the dining room table and that would be my 
stage. I would sing and dance. I didn’t know what 
I was doing or really what I had, but I did know 
I enjoyed doing it and especially the attention.” 

But it wasn’t until college and joining a 
theater company that she really developed her 
gift. “I always had the talent but there I learned 
the technique. That’s what I worked on — and 
still do.” 

One of White’s favorite songs from her show 
is Lori McKenna’s “Humble and Kind,” which 
Tim McGraw recorded. “It speaks to me about 
the way I was raised. It’s the little things we can 
do for each other to show our humanity and to 
show kindness. There’s a lot of meanness and 
corruption going on and we need to remind 
ourselves to be nice to each other.”

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This is “where the patients receive the 
MDMA,” Sara Reed says as she and UConn 
psychologist Monnica Williams lead me 
into a room in the main building at UConn 
Health in Farmington. 

Here UConn researchers are conducting 
part of a phase 3 Food and Drug 
Administration clinical trial looking at a 
promising new treatment for post-traumatic 
stress disorder. The treatment combines 
traditional therapy sessions with guided 
therapeutic sessions using MDMA, a 
psychoactive drug better known as ecstasy 
or molly. It has previously been shown to be 
effective in more than half of participants. 

As I take a seat on the couch that 
patients use during treatments at UConn 
Health, Williams, the principal investigator 
in the trial, and Reed, study coordinator 
for the research, explain that this site is one 
of 15 spread across the U.S., Canada and 
Israel. At these sites a combined total of 
200-300 people will participate in a double- 
blind study that is the largest ever to look at 
the potential for MDMA-assisted therapy 
treatments for PTSD. Participants will be 
given 12 non-drug therapy sessions, plus 
three full-day MDMA-assisted sessions. 

Previously, phase 2 trials looked at 107 
participants. After treatment with MDMA- 
assisted psychotherapy, 56 percent of 
participants no longer showed signs of 
PTSD when measured two months after 
treatment. One year later, that number had 
risen to 68 percent. 

The phase 3 trial is expected to be 
concluded by 2020. If the study goes 
smoothly, MDMA treatments could be 
approved as early as 2021, a shocking 
prospect for a once-controversial area of 
medicine. 

Until recently, MDMA studies and others 
involving drugs associated with recreational 
use and abuse were often casualties of 
the War on Drugs. Researchers, even at 
prestigious universities, risked ridicule and 
struggled to secure funding, doing largely 
unheralded work on shoestring budgets. But 
the past few decades have seen a tectonic 
shift in the acceptance of these treatments, 
and they may be on the way to becoming a 
part of mainstream science and culture. 

Michael Pollan’s new book How 
to Change Your Mind: What the New 
Science of Psychedelics Teaches Us About 
Consciousness, Dying, Addiction, Depression, 
and Transcendence was released in May 
and quickly became a bestseller. Though 
that work focused on hallucinogens such as 
LSD, it helped shine a national spotlight on 
the potential of various drugs traditionally 
associated with recreation. Elsewhere in

Connecticut, researchers at Yale are studying 
ketamine, known as the street drug Special 
K, for its potential in treating depression. 
A few years ago, Williams was among 
those skeptical of psychedelic treatments. 
The research is sponsored by the 
Multidisciplinary Association for 
Psychedelic Studies (MAPS), a nonprofit 
pharmaceutical company that studies 
psychedelic medical treatments. Williams 
was contacted by MAPS because members 
of the organization wanted help diversifying 
their study participants. One of Williams’ 
specialties is race-based trauma, and while 
she applauded the organization’s effort to 
work with diverse participants, she was wary 
of the treatment. “I didn’t know anything 
about it and it sounded pretty dubious when 
it was first explained to me,” she recalls. 
Even so, Williams was curious. She 
read studies published in respected peer- 
review journals and learned that some of 
the top experts in PTSD treatment believed 
in MDMA’s potential. When she watched 
videos of real MDMA therapy sessions 
with real patients, her skepticism subsided. 
“What impressed me more than even 
just the speed of their improvement was the 
treatment seemed very humane compared to 
a lot of the empirically supported treatments 
that we do now,” she says. These traditional 


therapy-based treatments include prolonged 
exposure therapy where PTSD is treated by 
having patients re-experience the traumatic 
event by remembering and engaging with 
it. “That treatment is very difficult because 
the clients have to recount their trauma 
in excruciating detail over and over again 
and then listen to those on tape every day. 
I imagined that I was going to see therapy 
for prolonged exposure with participants 
while they were under the influence of 
MDMA, but when I saw the videos, there 
was no prolonged exposure going on — it 
seemed like they were getting better on their 
own, and it seemed a little magical to me.” 
MDMaA's potential in a therapeutic setting 
should perhaps be less surprising than it is. 
After all, before it was dubbed ecstasy and 
became a part of party culture, it was spread 
across America by psychologists. 


MDMA was first synthesized and 
patented in 1912 by the pharmaceutical 
company Merck. The German company 
studied it on animals in 1927 and again in 
the 50s, but concluded it had no potential 
medical benefit. That could well have been 
the end of the substance’s history if it 
wasn’t for Alexander Shulgin. 

Equal parts mad scientist and shaman,

Shulgin was a California biochemist whose 
fascination with mind-altering substances 
began in the 1960s. An acquaintance of 
Humphry Osmond, a British psychiatrist 
who coined the term “psychedelic,” 
Shulgin created one of the world’s 

first biodegradable pesticides for Dow 
Chemical. In exchange for the patent, Dow 
gave Shulgin leeway to experiment with 
mind-altering substances, though company 
officials eventually grew uncomfortable 
with the relationship and severed ties. 

Later known by a variety of nicknames, 
among them Dr. X, Dr. Ecstasy and the 
“godfather of psychedelics,” Shulgin, who 
died in 2014, mostly operated within the 
law, if occasionally on its outermost edges. 
During his career, he created a dizzying 
array of compounds — close to 200, by 
his count — capable of dramatically 
altering human perception. These included 
“stimulants, depressants, aphrodisiacs, 
‘empathogens, convulsants, drugs that 
alter hearing, drugs that slow one’s sense 
of time, drugs that speed it up, drugs that 
trigger violent outbursts, drugs that deaden 
emotion — in short a veritable lexicon of 
tactile and emotional experience,” The New 
York Times Magazine wrote in 2005. 

The most famous compound of all was, 
of course, MDMA, which he rediscovered 
in 1976. After experimenting with it on 
himself, he thought it could be useful 


in reducing anxiety and have other 
therapeutic effects. He shared this idea with 
colleagues working in mental health and its 
use was initially spread by psychiatrists and 
psychologists, who reported it had benefits 
when used in conjunction with therapy. 

MAPS founder Rick Doblin learned 
about the drug’s use as an adjunct to 
therapy in 1982, but by that point the drug 
had made its way outside the therapist's 
office and onto the party scene. The 
compound was criminalized by the Drug 
Enforcement Adminstration in 1985. 
A year later Doblin formed MAPS to 
continue the study of MDMA in an FDA- 
approved clinical setting. 

Progress for the drug’s clinical use 
was slow but steady. Safety studies were 
conducted in the late ’80s, the first phase 
1 study on humans began in 1996. Eight 
years later, the FDA and DEA approved the 
first U.S. clinical trial of MDMA in humans 
as an Investigational New Drug for the 
treatment of PTSD. That study’s positive 
results led to the phase 3 study in which 
UConn Health is participating. 


Study participants in Connecticut and 
elsewhere are given MDMA in pill form. 
About 45 minutes after they receive the 
drug they start to feel its effects. Two 
therapists oversee the procedure, but the 
patient is not engaged with them for the 
whole 8-hour session. “We invite them 
to lay down and they put on eye shades 
and listen to music; we have headphones,” 
Williams says. “On average, participants 
may spend half of their time sort of 
quietly processing their experiences on 
their own and half of the time talking 
with the therapists.” 

Often during treatments, patients are 
very emotional, sometimes crying, other 
times overcome with happiness. Videos 
of sessions released by MAPS show this. 
In one, a woman is crying tears of joy and 
seems euphoric as she describes her fears 
“dancing” between her and her therapist. 
In another session, an Iraq war veteran is 
calm but deeply reflective as he describes 
feeling more at peace. “Even ifI try to 
think of Iraq and everything, I somehow 
feel, like, really peaceful about the fact that 
that’s my journey,” he says. 

Members of the U.S. military have been 
watching the progress of the study with 
great interest, as PTSD is a major issue 
for soldiers. Some research sponsored 
by MAPS has looked specifically at 
veterans with PTSD. In addition, MAPS 
is also sponsoring research into ways 


MDMA might be used along with 

therapy to help adults with autism reduce 
anxiety. The organization also sponsors 
unrelated research looking at LSD- 
assisted psychotherapy and other forms 

of psychedelics and their potential in 
assisted therapy. Other researchers have 
begun looking into MDMA as a potential 
treatment for depression, the most 
common mental health disorder in the U.S. 

Brad Burge, MAPS director of strategic 
communications, says it’s unclear exactly 
why MDMA seems to help in the treatment 
of PTSD, but there are various theories. 

MDMA prompts the release of serotonin 
and dopamine in the brain, which together 
can help patients remember trauma and 
keep them motivated through long therapy 
sessions. MDMA also prompts the release 
of hormones associated with trust, bonding 
and intimacy. “MDMA, when it’s used in 
recreational contexts, is sometimes referred 
to as the ‘love drug’ and this is why,” Burge 
says. “It creates these feelings of intimacy, of 
love and trust in the people around you when 
youre under its influence. In the context of 
therapy, it may help people feel more trusting 
of the therapist they’re working with.” 

Finally, MDMA acts in the amygdala, a 
primal part of the brain associated with fear 
and the fight-or-flight response. “People 
with PTSD have a hyperactive amygdala 
on average,” Burge says. “MDMA actually 
turns down the volume of the amygdala. It 
directly reduces activity in the amygdala, 
we can see that in brain-imaging studies. ... 
People can talk about the most terrifying 
experiences of their lives in a relatively calm 
and articulate way.” 

UConn Health is the only site involved in 
the phase 3 studies where the staff is actively 
recruiting and looking at people of color. 

“People of color are often very 
underrepresented in clinical research,” 
Reed says. The team at UConn is dedicated 
to changing that with this research, an 
important step to make sure the treatment 
works for people of various backgrounds. 

Williams says, “If a treatment has 
been developed by white people and 
tested on white people, then we really 
don’t know whether or not it’s going to 
be appropriate or acceptable or useful 
or effective with people from a different 
worldview, different cultural experiences 
and different outlooks.” She adds, 
“Therapy is very context specific — your 
participant or client, you understand 
them within the context of their culture, 
and because cultures are so different, 
there are a lot of different ways that 
people need to be understood.”

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or many, the pantry is a bit nostalgic, 
conjuring up simpler times. It’s a 


closet or walk-in space in the kitchen, 


or nearby, with shelves lining the walls 
from floor to ceiling. From canned to 
boxed goods, paper towels and other non- 
perishables, everything seems to be stored 
in there. 

If people don’t have a pantry, they look 
to find space to create one — whether 
outfitting an old closet with shelving 
or designing a multi-purpose room, 
combining a pantry with a mudroom and

Another option is the butler’s pantry, 
reminiscent of head butler Carson’s room 
in the hit PBS television drama Downton 
Abbey, where he was often seen polishing 
the silver or decanting wine. Today, butler’s 
pantries often take on the role of a second 
kitchen. Whether a butler’s pantry, walk-in 
closet, combination room, or standalone 
cabinet, there are a lot of options, depending

Borrowing space 

“If someone is renovating a kitchen, we 
have ways of creating pantry space when 
it is desired,” says Rick Gedney, owner of 
Kitchens by Gedney, based in Madison. 
“One recent project we did looked like a 
standard pantry cabinet from the front, but 
once the doors opened, it’s a step-in pantry. 
We borrowed 18 inches of depth from an 
adjacent space behind it and built wrap- 
around shelving inside.”

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“People want a kitchen where everyone 
congregates and where a lot of the main 
prep happens to be a much more open, 
naturally lit environment,” Gedney says. 
“They’re knocking down the wall between 
the dining room and kitchen, but it’s often 
too big of a space. So, we'll create a walk-in 
pantry and bring the scale of the room back 
down to a nice size. 

“If there are space restraints, we'll 
combine areas. People sometimes want 
other functions such as a coffee or wine 
station or charging station. Within six feet 
of wall, we're able to do a storage cabinet 
that acts as a pantry with an adjacent 
counter with a stack that has a coffee 
machine or a wine cooler built-in. Thanks 
to built-in appliances and roll out shelving, 
we're able to make this happen.” 


Multi-function room 

With many people buying in bulk for 
efficiency, oftentimes there’s no room in 
the kitchen for all of these items. And, 
even if there was room, these bulk items 
don’t lend themselves to kitchen cabinets. 
With today’s kitchens leaning more 
contemporary with open shelving or 
glass cabinetry, many people are feeling 
the absence of upper cabinets where they 
would normally store most items behind 
closed doors. 





“Nowadays, the pantry is paramount,” 
says Sabrina Foulke, an architect with Old 
Lyme-based Point One Architects. “Open 
shelving is popular, but people still need a 
place to store all of the things that were once 
behind the closed doors. We're finding that 
we're taking the cabinets out of the kitchen 
and putting them in the pantry or along a 
passageway on the way to a mudroom.” 

“We're also seeing a trend of placing 
a second refrigerator for food storage 
in the pantry,” Gedney says. “Today’s 
refrigeration is getting shallower in depth, 
so there’s less room unless you buy a wider 
style. But, then you're taking up precious 
real estate in the kitchen. 

“Pet food, big pots, bulky-type items don’t 
lend themselves to clean, modern kitchens. 
Whether it’s a roll of paper towels or dog 
food, it’s three steps away, but out of sight. 
‘The pantry not only makes a perfect place 
to store these items, but a place where the 
dog can eat too. It can serve a lot of different 
functions. Imagine stepping into a room 
between your garage and kitchen, where 
there’s a place for your coat and shoes, a sink, 
washer and dryer, and cabinets for storage. 
This is how people want to live today.” 


Butler’s pantry 


It would also be nice to live like the 
Vanderbilts. The Breakers, the grandest 
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of Newport’s summer “cottages” and a 
symbol of the Vanderbilt family’s social 
and financial pre-eminence in turn-of-the- 
century America, is home to a two-story 
butler’s pantry. 

Traditionally, butler’s pantries were 
located between the kitchen and formal 
dining area. While people aren’t living 
quite so lavishly these days, this old- 
fashioned idea is appealing to modern

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homeowners, who want a dedicated, stylish 
and well-organized butler’s pantry that 
puts entertaining front and center, albeit 
without the tuxedo-clad help. 

“For larger homes, we're designing 
beautiful, decorative butler’s pantries 
located just off the kitchen or dining 
room,” says Foulke. “Some are basically 
second kitchens and used as a place to 
prep, serve and warm up food, as well 
as clean up. We've equipped them with 
refrigerators, sinks, wall ovens, wine 
chillers and dishwashers. Clients are 
interested in this type of space not only for 
entertaining, but for storage too.” 

Along with beautiful countertops, 
lighting and flooring, cabinets with 
glass-front doors display serving pieces, 
tableware, glassware and collectibles. 

Other cabinets and drawers offer storage 
organization for large trays, serving platters, 
utensils, table linens, candles and other 
items. The butler’s pantry also helps keep the 
main kitchen clutter-free by keeping small 
appliances behind closed doors. 

From a closet with shelving to a high- 
end butler’s pantry, we want a place for 
everything. If that place is pretty and 
functional, all the better.

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With growing influence in state politics and 


a rising national profile, can Chris Murphy 
capture the soul of the Democratic Party? 


he Parkland kids — the student activists and survivors of the mass 

shooting at Marjory Stoneman Douglas High School in Parkland, 

Florida, last February that took the lives of 17 students and staff 

members — had been on the road all summer, championing 
legislation to prevent gun violence and registering young voters. 

Now, on a sweltering afternoon in August, the final stop of the March For Our 
Lives bus tour had brought them to Newtown to connect with fellow activists 
and survivors of the horrific mass shooting at Sandy Hook Elementary School 
in December 2012. While there, the Parkland students meet with Chris Murphy, 
the junior U.S. senator from Connecticut who, since Sandy Hook, has emerged as 
the most vocal and resolute crusader against gun violence in Congress, and the 
Democratic Party’s conscience on the issue. 

As thousands of supporters mass on the sprawling grounds of the former 
Fairfield Hills psychiatric hospital, Parkland and Newtown students surround 
Murphy to share ideas and hear his. Emma Gonzalez, the diminutive Parkland 
senior who electrified crowds in the immediate aftermath of the shooting with her 
emotionally charged call for Republican politicians to take action, stands silently 
nearby, spent from two months on the road. Murphy listens patiently while Matt 
Deitsch, a 20-year-old Parkland graduate and the group’s chief strategist, talks 
policy and tactics, then the senator says, “I get up every morning knowing what 
my mission is. 'm embarrassed that it’s taken this long to pass a law.” 
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Afterward, Murphy says, “I couldn't help both feel anger that 
these kids had to take time out of their lives to advocate for their 
safety, but also pride that the movement has come so far that we 
can turn out these giant numbers. The gun lobby can’t put together 
a group like this, and ultimately this has got to be about winning 
elections. If there are crowds like this showing up for the March 
For Our Lives kids all across the country, then there’s no stopping 
us in the midterms.” 

Murphy, who identifies as a “progressive Democrat,” is 
something of a hero to local activists such as Jackson Mittleman, 
16, a student at Newtown High School and co-leader, with fellow 
senior Tommy Murray, of the Junior Newtown Action Alliance, a 
youth chapter of the gun-violence prevention group created after 
the Sandy Hook shooting. 

“He’s pretty much been there from the start,” says Mittleman, 
who was 11 at the time of the Sandy Hook shooting and who joined 
the junior alliance in the seventh grade. “Since right after Sandy 
Hook he’s been fighting with us, advocating for stronger laws, and 
throughout the years been a presence at almost all of our events. 
He’s empowered a lot of people and supported a lot of people and 
encouraged them to join the fight like he has.” 

The 45-year-old Wethersfield native is rallying others to the 
Democratic cause. He was instrumental in both Ned Lamont 
running for governor and 2016 National Teacher of the Year 
Jahana Hayes running for Murphy’s former seat in the U.S. House 


He is the leader of our ticket this year, and he’s 
taken this very seriously. He’s mobilizing the 
party itself, he’s helping mobilize volunteers all 
over the state, and he’s very effective at that. 


he cares about or has come to care about or that have been thrust 
upon him, like gun control,” says Denise Merrill, Connecticut’s 
Democratic secretary of the state, who served with Murphy in 

the state House of Representatives. “Until Newtown, that was not 
particularly his issue — he was very involved with health care from 
the time he was a state representative. But when [Sandy Hook] 
happened, he was the one who elevated the issue and brought it 
forward and persisted and kept at it in the face of a lot of adversity. 
It’s one of the most contentious issues of our time, and yet he 
persisted. He’s incredibly tenacious. I think it’s absolutely sincere, 
and the kids know it, and the parents know it.” 

Since then, Murphy has held vigils on the U.S. Senate floor, 
reciting the names of children killed by guns in Connecticut, 
and fought for universal background checks and a ban on 
modifications that allow semi-automatic weapons to fire at an 
automatic rate. 

But it took yet another shooting — the massacre of 49 at a 
gay nightclub in Orlando on June 12, 2016 — to cause Murphy’s 
innate righteous indignation, in Merrill’s view, to surface. 

Three days later, he launched a filibuster on the floor of the 
Senate, promising to hold the floor until Congress acted on gun 
control legislation — or for as long as he could hold out. It lasted 
nearly 15 hours, one of the longest filibusters in Senate history. 
When he finally left the floor after 2 the following morning, Senate 
Republicans had agreed to hold a vote on two measures Murphy

of Representatives. Murphy, who has been a mentor to Hayes, is 
said to have encouraged the political newcomer to run for office 
and introduced her to influential donors earlier this year. Up 

for re-election in the midterms on Nov. 6, Murphy also left his 
imprint on the state political landscape by opening his campaign’s 
considerable coffers to the state Democratic Party. 

Signs of Murphy’s growing influence on party policies and 
strategies are hard to miss. People well beyond the borders of 
Connecticut are taking notice. 

MR. MURPHY GOES TO WASHINGTON 

graduate of Williams College and the University of 
Ac Law School, Murphy spent six years in 

the U.S. House before defeating Linda McMahon, who 
reportedly spent $50 million on her campaign, for Joe Lieberman’s 
vacated seat in the Senate in 2012. At 39, he was newly elected 
and the father of two young sons when Sandy Hook erupted in 
gunfire. Rushing to the school, he stayed with grieving parents 
until the last of the 20 children and six teachers and aides 
were carried out of the school. He had found his “mission.” 

In spite of Murphy’s long commitment to health care, education 
and jobs for Connecticut residents, Newtown was his defining 
moment in politics. 

“He has risen on his strength on the issues — the issues that 
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supports — expanding background checks and blocking suspected 
terrorists from purchasing weapons. 

“It was just amazing to watch,” recalls Nick Balletto, chairman 
of the state Democratic Party. “It’s part of the great American 
process, and it’s not done very often, but he was smart enough to 
take advantage of it.” 

The filibuster did not move Congress to enact gun control 
legislation. But Murphy’s efforts rallied fellow Democrats and 
spotlighted not only his tenacity but his rising role in a party in 
desperate need of finding its soul. 

Building on his role as a national leader in the push for gun 
control, Murphy spearheaded a drive this past September that, for 
the first time, united Democrats and the nation’s major gun safety 
groups to raise money for eight Democratic House and Senate 
candidates challenging Republican congressional incumbents who 
have sided with the NRA. 


ON THE CAMPAIGN TRAIL 


onnecticut Republican Party Chairman JR Romano 
takes a different view of Murphy’s efforts, calling his 


filibuster grandstanding. 
“I think he’s more interested in elevating his personal profile 
than in representing the people of the state,” he says. “Try 
scheduling a meeting with him. If you're a powerful special interest 


group, you do get a meeting, but if you're a middle- 
class family who’s struggling to make ends meet — if 
someone wants to talk to him about what’s happening 
in the state — you can’t get a meeting with him.” 

Murphy’s supporters say he goes to great lengths to 
meet constituents, holding annual summer “Walks 
Across Connecticut.” In July, he set out on the 
third of his treks — from Hartland on the border of 
Massachusetts to New Haven over the course of four 
sultry days — talking and listening to residents on 
a wide range of issues. He received both praise and 
frustration from people, with the topics of health 
care and immigration coming up repeatedly. (Last 
year he walked an estimated 111 miles from Killingly 
to Danbury, and the year before 120 miles from 
Voluntown to Greenwich.) 

“Here’s a guy who doesn’t just talk the talk, he walks 
the walk,” Balletto says. “It’s amazing to see him reach 
out to constituents and make sure he’s at ground zero. 
Politicians talk about that but this guy really does it 
like nobody else has ever done in our state.” 

Merrill adds, “He gets most of his ideas from 
ordinary people. He runs around the state and he 
talks directly to people and he takes their comments 
very seriously. Most people when they start climbing 
the ladder become more and more distant, even 
to people they've known for many years. And he’s 
one person who has not been like that. He’s still an 
ordinary guy. I love that about him.” 

From practically the moment the senator steps onto 
the Fairfield Hills grounds in August, people come 
up to him to air their concerns, or to recall initial 
meetings, or to introduce their children and have 
their photos taken with him. Since then, as has been 
true all year, Murphy’s schedule has been packed with 
town hall meetings, press conferences, constituent 
events — sometimes as many as four in a day — on 
many of the most pressing state and national issues of 
the day: gun control, fighting to keep the Affordable 
Care Act alive, advocating on behalf of Connecticut 
farmers and manufacturers, helping spur innovation 
and jobs creation, supporting immigrant families, 
addressing the opioid addiction crisis in the state, and 
arguing on behalf of free trade. 

In early September — prior to Canada 
acceding to President Donald Trump’s new 
trade agreement — Murphy met with 
employees of the woman-owned 
Ridgefield Supply Co., a small lumber 
company, to explore how the recent 
trade dispute between the Trump 
administration and Canada was 
affecting business. 
























































“The reality is that Donald Trump is using the tariffs as a 
negotiating tactic to try to renegotiate trade deals that have 
not been in our favor in a very long time,” the state Republican 
Party’s Romano says. “But when [Murphy’s] own party has 
devastated Connecticut’s economy through higher taxes, 
[Murphy] says nothing.” 

Murphy is quick to offer his opinion on the president’s trade 
tactics. “This trade dispute isn’t good for the United States,” 
he says. “My takeaway is the tariffs aren’t doing what Trump 
wants them to do. We have to come to an agreement. We 
should sit down with the Canadians and get them to change 
some of their lumber practices in exchange for removing the 
tariffs. The problem is that President Trump is more interested 
in browbeating than cutting a deal.” 

On general principle, Murphy opposes the Trump 
administration and the Republican-controlled Congress. 

In April 2017, he donated a reported $320,000 in campaign 
funds he’d raised to the Connecticut Democratic Party to 
launch “Fight Back Connecticut,” a grassroots initiative 

to rally Democratic voters throughout the state against 
Trump’s policies. 

But no administration official has provoked Murphy’s ire 
more than U.S. Secretary of Education Betsy DeVos. During 
her confirmation hearings in January 2017, Murphy asked 
DeVos if she thought guns had any place in or around schools. 
After she sidestepped the question, Murphy pressed her for 
an answer. “You can’t say definitively that guns shouldn’t be 
allowed in schools?” he asked. When the nominee cited the 
example of a school in Wyoming that could possibly need guns 
to protect students from grizzly bears, he grew visibly angry. 
And when, still avoiding the question, DeVos said her heart 
bleeds for families affected by gun violence, Murphy cut her 
off. “I look forward to working with you,” he said, “but I also 
look forward to you coming to Connecticut and talking about 
the role of guns in schools.” 

In August, he announced plans to introduce an amendment 
that would bar DeVos from using federal funds to arm 
teachers, a move she advocates. 

Meanwhile, as a member of the Health, Education, Labor 
and Pensions Committee, Murphy has initiated or supported 
a slew of educational bills: the Every Student Succeeds Act, to 
improve educational equity for students from lower-income 
families; the College Affordability and Innovation Act, to 
make college affordable for all students in the country; and the 
Students Before Profits Act, created to protect students from 
deceptive practices in the for-profit college sector. 

“I think he recognizes that children and young adults in 
our communities rely on access to the education system,” 
says Hayes, who captured the Democratic nomination for 
Connecticut’s 5th District in August. “He has proven time and 
time again that he’s not afraid to speak out, sometimes when 
he’s the only one speaking out, on these issues. He has made 
it very clear that he’s determined to close some of the gaps in 
education, to provide access to educational opportunities, and 
to bring programs and career training back to the state so that 
all students can experience success.” 


NOVEMBER AND BEYOND 


n the midterm elections this November, Murphy is running 
against Republican candidate Matthew Corey, 54, a pro- 
Trump window washer and Hartford pub owner who 
has lost three House bids to represent the Ist District. 
Murphy is the heavy favorite. Still, he’s campaigning hard — for 
himself, clearly, but also for the Democratic Party in Connecticut. 
“We're counting on him — he’s our leader,” Merrill says. 
“He is the leader of our ticket this year, and he’s taken this very 
seriously. He’s mobilizing the party itself, he’s helping mobilize 
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Murphy’s involvement with state politics includes supporting 
Jahana Hayes, the 2016 National Teacher of the Year, to run for his 
former seat in the 5th Congressional District in the 2018 election. 
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volunteers all over the state, and he’s very effective at that.” 

Murphy is in the mold of the great Irish Democratic politician 
in state history, John Moran Bailey, who led the Connecticut 
Democratic Party from 1946 to 1975. Yet it is on the national 
stage that Murphy’s destiny may truly lie. He’s made numerous 
appearances on cable TV news and is highly active on Twitter, 
using both mediums to consistently challenge Trump and 
his policies. He’s attracted campaign contributions from 
entertainment and business luminaries, including those who 
live outside Connecticut. As a member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Murphy has carved out a space as a prime 
resister of Trump’s “America First” policies, seeking to block 
the temporary ban on refugees and immigrants from several 
Muslim-majority nations, and in 2017 proposed doubling 
U.S. investment in diplomacy and foreign aid. He has been 
a consistent critic of our nation’s cozy relationship with the 
autocratic leadership of Saudi Arabia. 

Murphy is also playing a critical role in strategizing how his 
party might regain its footing, starting with reclaiming at least one 
chamber of Congress in November. 

“I think this is the most important midterm I’ve ever been 
a part of, in part because democracy is on the ballot,” he says. 
“Our political system is gerrymandered to make it very hard 
for Democrats to take control of Congress. I understand why 
people are hand-wringing about the state of the Democratic

Party, but it is worth remembering that we won the popular 
vote for the presidency, the Senate and the U.S. Congress. More 
people across the country voted for Democrats for national 
offices than for Republicans. So I think we’ve always got to be 
engaged in self-improvement as a party. But we also have to fix 
the rules that allow Republicans to control the White House 
and the Congress even though the majority of Americans don’t 
want them to.” 

Murphy might also be one of the Democrats’ best bets for 
winning the presidential election in 2020. Late last year The 
Washington Post declared him the No. 3 potential candidate 
behind Joe Biden and Bernie Sanders. (He slid down to No. 11 
this summer.) Although he has repeatedly debunked the idea, that 
hasn't stopped others from holding out hope. 

Walking across the Fairfield Hills grounds at the March For Our 
Lives rally in Newtown in August, a woman stops Murphy to beg 
him to run in 2020. 

“We have to get through the upcoming elections first,” Murphy 
says, referring to the midterms. 

“Please run!” she says. “We need you!” 

Later, he says, “I don’t think it’s in the cards for me. My focus is 
really on this election and re-election race and I think it would be 
pretty foolish to be thinking about anything other than that. I’ve 
been pretty clear but I’m sure people are going to continue asking 
me about running.” 3

WHEN GOING THE EXTRA MILE IS PART OF THE REGULAR ROUTE

As we celebrate some of Connecticut’s Great Places to Work this month, we 
decided to also peel back the layers a bit and look at some individuals who 
are pursuing and achieving greatness themselves. We all appreciate a boss or 
colleague who goes the extra mile, especially when it makes the company as a 
whole a better place to work. Here are four who fit the bill.

ANN CATING 


PARTNER/ENVIRONMENTAL LAWYER 
Halloran Sage, Hartford 


One of Catino’s early projects was 
the construction of the Meadows Music 
Theatre (now the Xfinity Theatre) just 
north of downtown Hartford in the mid- 
1990s. A crucial part of redevelopment is 
knowing what’s in the ground and knowing 
the history of the site. Catino worked hand 
in hand with consultants in the process of 
digging test pits and installing borings. 

“When the earth moves,” Catino 
says, “you want to make sure youre not 
exacerbating any contamination issues, and 
you're properly protective of the workers 
who are coming on site to dig in those 
materials.” The Meadows was built on an 
old urban landfill, an area also known asa 
brownfield site. Catino points out that our 
state has a huge manufacturing legacy along 
railroad lines and waterways. 

She was able to track the history of the 
site by identifying relics such as railroad 
ties uncovered during preliminary 


and exploratory investigations. “All 
[brownfield] sites are contaminated,” 
Catino says. “And in order to bring them 
back to productive reuse, you need to 
know and understand what’s out there so 
that all the contaminated materials or the 
pollution is appropriately handled.” 

But not every case in environmental law 
is the result of a Mr. Burns-type CEO lining 
their pockets while releasing hazardous 
materials into the local waterways. 
Sometimes the intent was good. “When 
people were dying of malaria in Hamden 
from all these wetlands [in the late 1800s], 
they needed to fill them in in order to avert 
a public health threat,” says Catino, noting 
that the fill used was manufacturing waste. 
“Here we are 100 years later and we have 
another problem created because we tried to 
solve one problem.” 

One of the biggest cases Catino ever 
worked on was also in Hamden. In 2001 





she represented the town, which was going 
to be on the hook for a massive cleanup 
because industrial waste was dumped at 
the old middle school site. 

“We were digging behind the old Hamden 
Middle School and the two public parks,” 
Catino says. “We started really seeing a 
profile of the waste that was buried in 
those areas. It was a lot of ash from the old 
Winchester Repeating Arms [factory in New 
Haven], but we also found in the pits, bolts 
from bolt-action rifles. We could date and 
determine the type of bolt-action rifle it was.” 

A great amount of cardboard was found, 
as well, and Catino could easily date it 
based on the Winchester logo that changed 
over the years. Olin Corp., which owned 
Winchester, was proven to be the culprit. 

“It’s really gratifying when you see 
a property that was a brownfield or 
a contaminated site brought back to 
productive reuse,” Catino says. 
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ARCHITECTURAL DESIGNER 
Tecton Architects, Hartford 
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While inside a building, the most 
important thing to each person is that it is 
structurally sound. We can forgive a lack of 
natural light in exchange for walls that stay 
up and floors that hold. But new evidence 
is coming to light at a rapid pace regarding 
the correlation between physical spaces and 
the effects on the brain. 

Ciaverella works for Tecton Architects, 
but is also pursuing her master’s degree in 
neuroscience at the University of Hartford. 
During her thesis year at Virginia Tech, she 
worked on a project at an Alzheimer’s care 
center. She studied how Alzheimer’s affects 
individuals and the people around them, 
and wanted to know what the community 
could do and how it could be structured 
differently to support these individuals in a 
home-like setting. 


That’s when Ciaverella truly began 
to see the two worlds coming together. 
She began to network and discover like- 
minded people bridging the gaps between 
architecture and neuroscience. “I started 
finding my tribe,” she says, and she knew to 
fully realize her passion she would have to 
go back to grad school and learn as much 
as she could. 

“Whether in a corporate environment 
or a health care environment, they’re 
finding that nature is a critical component 
to health and well-being,” Ciaverella says. 
“They're studying a lot about color and 
memory. And there’s some really cool 
studies about how certain colors will 
evoke a certain mood, will evoke a certain 
emotional response. And if you can tie that 
to a memory and an individual, then they 
have a stronger connection.” 

She points out there’s no magic space 
that will be the perfect room for everyone. 
Personalities and cultures vary, so there’s 
no one-room-fits-all solution. “Spatial 
variety is really critical, so that within 
a space, you're providing room for 
individuals to resonate with one element 
or the other, one aspect or the other,” 
Ciaverella says. “That will give not only a 
richness but it will allow more individuals 
to really feel comfortable and at home.” 

Ciaverella is in no hurry to get to the 
finish line at UHart. She’s taking it slow, 
one class per semester. She says it’s exciting 
to have the process drawn out because it 
allows for more breakthroughs and studies 
to come to light while she’s still in an 
academic environment. 

Share a little knowledge with us, Antonia. 
“We have a strong central bias, which 
means we tend to focus first on the center 

of an object or place when we visually 
explore. This could be why symmetry is 
so powerful, because it reinforces this 
natural inclination.” 

If you want even more knowledge, 
Ciaverella is hosting a Fathom Sip Session, 
defined as “facilitated interchanges of 
ideas, perspectives, and beverages, all in 
service to having your design of the future 
realized,” about dichotomies on Nov. 14 
from 6-8 p.m. at Tecton Architects (146 
Wyllys St., Hartford). 
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As the son of a dairy farmer from 
upstate New York, Colarusso has been 
an avid gardener since he was knee- 
high to a grasshopper. He’s always kept 
at least a little plot at every place he’s 
lived, and about five years ago he put up 
a large garden and really got back into 
the practice. Colarusso then brought his 
passion to work. 

Then an employment specialist at 
Mental Health Connecticut — which 
provides programs and services for people 
with mental health conditions throughout 
the state — Colarusso took advantage of 
“lunch with a leader” and pitched his idea 
to Luis Perez, the president and CEO of 
MHC. “We have all these locations, we 
have all this property, we could be doing 
a little bit more,” Colarusso says. “And 
he agreed, because he is genuinely trying 
to help people too. We both saw an area 
where a mental health company could step 
out of its shell, do a little bit and really 
impact a lot.” 

Just a year and a half later, the

Gardening, Recovery, and Opportunities 
for Wellness (GROW) program has 
greenhouses and gardening classes at 

six MHC locations. “I find it to be very 
tranquil in the garden,” Colarusso says. 
“Scientifically based, you are breathing 
some of the most pure oxygen that you're 
ever gonna get. Because in an enclosed 
place where everything is giving off 
oxygen, and youre the only person 
breathing it in, it’s some of the best air 
you're going to breathe.” 

The payoff goes deeper than fresh air. 
For the people MHC serves, it’s also a 
distraction and a positive way to spend 
time that will yield positive results. “It kind 
of disconnects you from what is happening 
in your outside life, and kind of grounds 
you back to what’s important,” Colarusso 
says. “In that time you can wander through 
your mind and realize, ‘Alright, what was 
silly today? And what is actually going to 
affect me tomorrow?’ ” 

Colarusso likens it to a great therapy 
session, but takes it a step further. He says 





a lot of the folks who come through MHC 
don’t have a sense of family or community, 
and the garden provides that. “If you 

don’t have children you really don’t have 
anything to follow every day, and to keep 
track of,” Colarusso says. “And a lot of our 
folks don’t. And with this garden now they 
have — and I don’t want to sound corny — 
but there becomes this sense of purpose. 
And they make this connection to another 
living thing.” 

While Colarusso offers his support to 
so many, it was someone who supported 
him who helped make this possible. 

Craig Floyd, a farmer in Mystic whose 
community-based garden donates all its 
food, offered Colarusso a behind-the- 
scenes look at how he grows his products 
and runs his business. 

“T see it as the beginning of something a 
lot bigger, with the trends of food, nutrition 
and health being so popular and the 
mental health trend really just on the rise,” 
Colarusso says. “I think with both of those, 
they’ll rise together.”

LeGrant couldn’t have imagined what 
he tapped into back in 2001, when he 
helped bring international college students 
to the U.S. on the State Department-run 
Summer Work and Travel program. They 
would come over, work at a theme park 
or resort for the summer, then go back. It 
was a diplomatic effort, but teaching them 
English was paramount. The hope was 
they would go home thinking more highly 
of Americans and our way of life, having 
improved their English. 

“The natural next step was, let’s send 
Americans over there,” LeGrant says. 
“Everyone wanted native English speakers to 
teach them English. In 2006 we decided we 
would start sending English teachers abroad 
as a sort of reciprocity. It made sense to us.” 
What also makes sense is the reason why the 
demand for English teachers increased, even 
if LeGrant didn’t see it coming. 

“We had a couple of hotels reach out and 
say they were getting more and more English- 
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speaking tourists — “We'd like our staff, our 
waiters, our bartenders to learn English,” 
LeGrant says. “In Costa Rica we heard from 
the San Jose tourist police and one of their 
EMT centers. They were picking up English 
speakers and they couldn't communicate why 
they were in the ambulance.” 

On the eastern side of Italy there is 
a community baseball center where 
America’s pastime is hugely popular. 
GeoVisions started sending summer camp 
counselors, and kids wanted to learn 
English in order to take entrance exams to 
come to college in the U.S. 

LeGrant even went on an ambulance 
ride-along in Costa Rica. “We thought, 
“Oh, we're going to be sending EMTs, 
they're going to ride along for two or three 
weeks and they’re going to share EMT 
information. But then it morphed into not 
only that, but the guys in the rigs saying, 
can you come in two nights a week for an 
hour and a half and teach English. And it 
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was EMT English. It wasn’t talking about 
the weather or somebody’s cat, it was, ‘How 
do I speak to an English-speaking tourist 
who’s having a heart attack?’” 

As one might imagine, an American 
working overseas — especially in the 
Middle East — isn’t the safest person on 
Earth. “I was in Damascus, Syria, two 
weeks before their civil war in 2010,” 
LeGrant says. “And even then they 
smuggled me in, in the trunk of a car. 

As we worked those weeks setting this 
stuff up, it felt like there was some trouble 
coming. We had no idea. From there we 
went into Lebanon because of the refugee 
camps and ended up in Jordan. And it’s 

a horrible feeling to know how desperate 
those places are for native English speakers, 
and how dangerous it is for those native 
English speakers, so we've pulled out for 
now. I think all of us here wait for the day 
where we can send those teachers back in 
there again.” yy

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T WAS THE PERFECT HIRE, 
ALMOST UNIVERSALLY 
APPLAUDED AS THE IDEAL FIT. 

When Dan Hurley was named the 19th 
head coach in UConn men’s basketball 
history in March, it was clear that he 
was the right man at the right time for a 
reeling program. 

UConn has largely been off the national 
radar the past four seasons, no longer in the 
Big East but instead the relative anonymity 
of the American Athletic Conference — 
where the Huskies have underachieved 
in the regular season since the league’s 
inception in 2013-14. UConn is the lone 
program to have won four national titles 
over the past 20 years — not Duke, not 
North Carolina, and more than Kentucky, 
Kansas and Louisville combined. But 
since the improbable 2014 national 
championship, the program has been mired 
in mediocrity, and at times, much worse. 

It’s an important hire. UConn isn’t 
just a basketball team in Connecticut. 

It’s the closest thing the state has to a 
rallying cry. In a state that agrees on little 
— Connecticut is the dividing line of 

Red Sox/Yankees fandom — one of the 
few things residents can get behind is the 
Huskies. The program is so enmeshed in 
the state’s identity that atop U.S. Sen. Chris 
Murphy’s Twitter page sit photos of five 
UConn men’s legends: Kemba Walker, Ray 
Allen, Richard Hamilton, Khalid El-Amin 
and Emeka Okafor. UConn basketball is 
Connecticut’s brand ambassador. 

Into the breach steps Hurley. 

“It seems like the perfect marriage,” 
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says George Blaney, the former longtime 
UConn assistant who was Hurley’s head 
coach at Seton Hall. 

A former college standout who had a 
mercurial playing career at Seton Hall, 
even quitting the game at one point, 
Hurley understands the pressures of 
being a Division I player. The son of Hall 
of Fame coach Bob Hurley Sr., architect 
of the powerful St. Anthony High School 
program in Jersey City, New Jersey, he’s 
got coaching in his blood. 

“As a teenager, he probably heard 
things like, ‘Scheduling is important’ 

— things kids don’t hear about,” says 
another Hall of Fame head coach, Jim 
Calhoun. “Being a coach, you evolve into 
it. He was born into it.” 
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Ah yes, Calhoun. It’s hard not to see 
similarities between Hurley — a hard- 
nosed Irishman from the Northeast, 
tough yet fiercely loyal to his players, 
never a great ally of the refs — and the 
man who originally brought the UConn 
program back from the dead. 

“Blue collar, that’s how I always felt 
about UConn basketball,” says Hurley’s 
older brother, Bobby, the former Duke star 
who was Dan’s assistant at Wagner College 
and the University of Rhode Island. “They 
really competed and got after you, and that 
was a reflection of Coach Calhoun. My 
brother certainly possesses those things. 
He’s got a lot of fire, and he gets players to 
play for him at a very high level.”

head coach for three of those titles. 


UConn for two seasons in the early 90s 
who shares a bond with Hurley as the son 
of a Hall of Fame coach, noticed it when 
Hurley brought Wagner into Gampel 
Pavilion in the fall of 2011. 

“He kind of reminds me of my father,” 
Jeff remembers thinking while watching 
from the stands as Hurley spent most of 
the night barking at refs and pushing his 
players hard in an ultimate 78-66 loss to 
UConn. “It was two hours of, ‘Let’s go to 
war. He has that, which I think is what 
UConn was built on. Yet he’s strong enough 
to be his own man, do it his own way.” 

Indeed, while Jim Calhoun was 
mellower in practices but at times a 
madman on the sidelines, subbing players 
in and out for the slightest mistake, Hurley 
is tougher in practices but more of the 
players’ friend during games. He’s even 
been easier on the refs the past couple of 
seasons. “That goes out the window this 
year, by the way,” Hurley says, perhaps 
joking, perhaps not. 

While he boasts a similar acerbic wit 
as Calhoun (“Maybe the surgeon helped 
[UConn guard] Alterique Gilbert with his 
shooting mechanics. A couple of other 
players should go see him.”), it’s usually 
more light-hearted, sometimes bordering 
on dad-jokey (“Knock on wood,” he likes to 
say, while tapping his knuckles to his head). 

Like Calhoun, Hurley has a knack for 
turning programs around. 

He’s called the process of rebuilding 
from scratch “addicting,” to the point 
where you get the feeling he actually 
prefers the challenge of flipping a UConn 
back to relevancy over a more comfortable 


job at a Georgia, a Louisville or, 
shudder to think, his brother’s 
alma mater. 

“T find the work to be 
incredibly fulfilling and 
rewarding,” Hurley says. “All the 
mini-victories along the way: winning 
those recruiting battles, watching your 
players improve and change their habits, 
watching the crowds grow. People here 
have experienced so much success, but 
there’s something that’s a lot of fun about 
the climb back up.” 

He spent the last six seasons rebuilding 
what was a mess at URI, which had 
won just seven games the year before 
he took over and hadn't been to the 
NCAA tournament since 1999. Hurley 
guided the Rams to NCAA tournament 
appearances the past two seasons, 


advancing to the second round both times. 


Prior to that, Hurley won 25 games 
in his second and final year at Wagner, 
which had won a mere five games the 
season before he took over. 

His piece de résistance so far, however, 
may have been at St. Benedict’s Prep. 
Hurley, along with Father Ed Leahy, took 
over the program, which is located in 
a dilapidated section of Newark, New 
Jersey, in 2001 and built it up to where “it 
was like a college program,” according to 
Blaney, churning out future college and 
pro players like J.R. Smith, Lance Thomas 
and Corey Stokes. 

Calhoun, who recently came out of 
retirement to run the new University of 
Saint Joseph men’s basketball program, 
took over a lifeless UConn program

at age 44 and led it to three national 
championships, four Final Fours and 
seven Big East tournament titles over 

26 seasons. Fellow Hall of Famer Jim 
Boeheim of Syracuse has called it the 
single greatest job of program-building in 
college basketball history. 

At 45, Hurley inherits a program that 
has lost 35 games the past two seasons, 
including an unprecedented eight by 
margins of 20 points or more a year ago. 
Getting back to past excellence will be far 
from easy. 

“He likes to complain,” Bob Hurley Sr. 
says, only half-jokingly. “This is perfect 
for him. His way of telling you things are 
going well is, “We need a lot of work.’” 

There will be far more scrutiny at 
UConn than at Wagner or URI. At least 
three or four media outlets cover most if 
not all of the Huskies’ road games, and it 
can be two or three times that at home. 

“There’s nothing worse than fighting for 
attention, trying to constantly promote your 
program and get attention,” Dan Hurley 
says. “Here, it just happens organically.” 

As Hurley looks over the court from 
his second-floor office inside the Werth 
Family Champions Center on the Storrs 
campus on a late-summer afternoon, he 
seems perfectly ready for the task at hand. 

“I don’t know if these types of jobs find 
me,” he says, with a chuckle, “but I also 
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love the challenge. St. Benedict’s, Wagner, 
Rhode Island — it was kind of creating 
something from nothing. Obviously, 
UConn’s a different animal. But it’s also 
the challenge of taking a program of this 
caliber from some hard times, potentially 
back to the top of the mountain.

Outside the family 

Hurley was an eyewitness to two of the 
early, seminal moments in UConn men’s 
basketball history. 

On March 22, 1990, at Meadowlands 
Arena in East Rutherford, New Jersey, 
UConn’s “Dream Season” became official 
when Tate George caught a full-court, 
inbounds pass from Scott Burrell, spun 
around and hit a 17-footer at the buzzer 
to give the Huskies a Sweet 16 victory 
over Clemson. 

Seated behind the basket from where 
Burrell made his throw was Hurley, a St. 
Anthony High junior. His brother, after 
all, beat UCLA in an NCAA Regional 
semifinal that same night. 

Two nights later, Duke’s Christian 
Laettner gave UConn a taste of its own 
medicine, hitting an elbow jumper at the 
buzzer to thwart the Huskies’ bid for the 
Final Four and end their “Dream Season” in 
nightmarish fashion. Both Hurley brothers 
were there — Bobby, the Blue Devils’ 


freshman point guard, on the floor; Dan 
sitting a couple of rows up at midcourt. 

“T had a great look at the Laettner shot ... 
unfortunately [for UConn fans],” he says, 
with a smile. 

Hurley would go on to play against 
UConn numerous times while at Seton 
Hall and coach against the Huskies as 
an assistant at Rutgers and head man at 
Wagner. However, he is the first head 
coach hired from outside the “UConn 
Family,” with no direct ties to the 
program, since Calhoun arrived from 
Northeastern University 32 years earlier. 

Preceding Hurley was Kevin Ollie, the 
former UConn point guard who returned 
to the program after 13 years in the NBA, 
first as an assistant for a couple of years, 
then as head coach following Calhoun’s 
abrupt retirement in September 2012. 

Ollie guided the Huskies to their fourth 
national title in 2014, but the program has 
wildly underachieved since then, making 
just one NCAA tourney and ultimately 
flaming into an unsightly mess of terrible 
losses, a mass exodus of players, an 
NCAA investigation and a fight over the 
$10 million still left on Ollie’s contract. 

Now Hurley arrives, and the pieces seem 
to be in place for another rebuild. He’s 
hired a dynamic staff, keeping ties to the 
UConn family with Tom Moore, the former 
Calhoun assistant who was on Hurley’s 
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staff last season at URI, as well as former star 
Huskies point guard Taliek Brown. 

Moore, who was head coach at 
Quinnipiac for 10 seasons, remembers 
going up against Hurley at Wagner. “There 
was an energy that came from their bench 
that was palpable, that you could feel,” 
Moore recalls. “A toughness that emanated 
from the whole program. Very rarely did 
lever feel anything like that coming from 
the other bench. But his teams do a great job 
taking on his personality.” 

Moore and fellow assistants Kimani 
Young and Kenya Hunter are bulldogs 
on the recruiting trail, recently nabbing a 
pair of four-star recruits on consecutive 
September weekends. 

Alongside all the way will be Hurley’s 
wife, Andrea, who has never picked up a 
basketball in her life, has seen thousands of 
games and still, by her own admission, has 
“no idea what’s going on — nor do I want 
to,” but serves as the ultimate team mom. 

“The only thing I can bring is the motherly 
part of it,” Andrea says. “Some of these kids, 
they're from all over the country, they don’t 
have family around here. This is tough, to 
play a sport like this, then to have to go to 
school, be away from their family. It’s tough. 
I want them to know they have support on 
the female side.” 

It’s mi casa, su casa for the players 
at the Hurleys’. URI players would 
frequently have dinner at the head 
coach’s home in Saunderstown, Rhode 
Island, sometimes without the head coach 
even there. Since the Hurleys moved into 
their new Glastonbury home over the 
summer, players and recruits are frequent 
weekend visitors — as evidenced by video 
of an impressive, well-orchestrated slam 
dunk by nine teammates in the backyard 
pool on Labor Day that went viral on 
social media. 

“She develops a relationship with these 
guys that, I think, helps them understand 
what I’m trying to do more,” Hurley says of 
Andrea. “It improves my relationship with 
the players.” 

The players seem to like Hurley’s vibe. 
Consider: Three players and a prized recruit 
bolted the program after the team’s 16-17 
horror show two years ago. Another exodus 
seemed inevitable after last season’s 14-18 
embarrassment, even after Ollie was fired. 

Since Hurley has taken over, however, 
not a single player has left. 

“That was important to me,” Hurley says. 
“I think it was real important for them to 
understand that I wasn’t coming in looking 
to make transactions to change this place.” 

And so here he is, a man with no prior 
ties to the program, whose very last name 
(thanks to his older brother) was a curse 
word to Duke-hating UConn fans for so 
many years, in charge of a rebuild.

— UConn returns to 
prominence, whether as a perennial 
NCAA tournament team, a frequent 
Sweet 16 participant or — dare we say —a 
national champion for a fifth time, it isn’t 
hard to picture Hurley standing atop a 
podium, a freshly cut basketball net draped 
around his neck, pumping his fist in the air 
triumphantly and sporting the satisfied grin 
of yet another turnaround completed. 

It would be the latest in a long string of 
great moments in UConn’s history. 

And it would be the latest high point in 
Hurley’s remarkable basketball odyssey. 


‘I knew I was done with 
basketball’ 

Two years after watching his brother 
vanquish UConn, Dan Hurley was playing 
his home games at the Meadowlands as 
a freshman point guard at Seton Hall. 
Already overshadowed by Bobby, who 
had helped lead Duke to a national title 
the prior season and would do so again, 
Hurley struggled. He averaged 2.8 points 
per game as a freshman and 6.1 asa 
sophomore while the Pirates couldn't 
match the success of a few years earlier, 
when they lost to Michigan in the 1989 
national championship game. 

“When he got there, the expectations 
for the team were extremely high,” Bob 
Hurley Sr. says. “The comparisons to 
his brother were just brutal. He was not 
enjoying being there. The pressure to win 
was unbearable.” 

Coupled with the new freedom of 
college life — after growing up in a very 
disciplined home and school environment 
at St. Anthony — Hurley says he “kind of 
lost my mind a little bit.” 

“I wasn't playing well, and I’d always had 
a little bit ofa rebellious thing about me, 
too,” Hurley recalls. “So, my way of dealing 
with failure was: go out, drink, stay out late 
and act like a crazy college kid.” 

He wasn’t exactly drinking on the day 
of a game — but not far from it. Hurley 
remembers one night partying until about 
2.a.m., then playing powerful Ohio State 
in a nationally televised game at noon at 
the Meadowlands. 

It all came to a head in Hurley’s 
junior season. On Dec. 4, 1993, it was a 
veritable “Hurley Day” at Madison Square 
Garden. Bobby, a first-round draft pick by 
Sacramento the prior June, was in town 
to face the Knicks in an afternoon game. 
Later that night, Seton Hall kicked off its 
Big East schedule against St. John’s. 

Neither Hurley brother played 
particularly well that day, but Dan (who 
went 0-for-6 from the floor in a Pirates loss) 
took it the hardest. Later that night, he met 
up with his brother in Manhattan for a “late 
dinner,” and had a confession to make. 

He was done with basketball. 
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Hurley was a standout at Seton Hall, but the 
pressures of basketball and college life took 
their toll. When it came time to ask for help, 

he looked to his older brother, Bobby. Years 
later, Bobby would be Dan’s assistant coach at 
Wagner and Rhode Island. 


“T didn’t want to play anymore,” 
Hurley says. “I remember being at the 
game and the anxiety, the struggling, 
the nervousness, the depression of 
failure. It was just overwhelming, 
suffocating. I really just met him that 
night to say to him, ‘Hey, I’m checking 
out of this basketball thing for at least a 
little bit?” 

He was looking for support from 
Bobby. Not from his parents, coaches or 
anyone else, just Bobby. 

“T felt like I had to get clearance from 
him to quit, to try to get myself better,” 
he says.

He got it. 

“I saw,” remembers Bobby, who’s now 
the head coach at Arizona State. “It 
looked like he was not having fun playing. 
We had talked about it prior, and I just 
saw the pressure of all the expectations 
for a young kid. I thought he made a very 
mature decision. We talked for a long 
time that night. 

“We relied on each other a lot. We’ve 
always been there for each other most 
of our lives. I think the most important 
thing was Dan, the person, not Dan, the 
basketball player, and to know that he could 
talk to me at any time. I had his back.” 
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Dan Hurley went underground for a 
couple of days, hiding in his dorm room 
(his roommate was home on holiday 
break), skipping practices and keeping out 
of contact with everyone, including his 
parents. Only Bobby knew where he was. 

“T was in a very deep, dark depression,” 
Hurley recalls. “I didn’t know if I was ever 
gonna leave the room.” 

He wasn’t suicidal, he just didn’t want 
to face anyone, feeling ashamed, “useless, 
worthless.” 

“My brother’s at Duke, then in the 
NBA making millions, and I literally 
can’t make a basket,” he says. “My grades 
weren't good, my life had no balance. It 
was like, every leg on the table was wobbly 
or broken.” 

His mother, Chris, who used to be the 
scorekeeper at St. Anthony, where Hurley 
shot 60 percent from 3-point range as 
a senior (“Obviously, she fudged my 
numbers,” he jokes), finally tracked him 
down and brought him to a psychiatrist. 
Both decided that wasn’t the right route. 
He wound up seeing a psychologist on 
campus, Sister Catherine Waters, with 
whom he would develop “an incredible 
bond,” and would see once or twice a week 
for the remainder of his time at Seton Hall. 

But it would be a while before Hurley 
was ready to play basketball again. He 
missed the Pirates’ next game (against 
UConn, ironically) and the school 
eventually announced he was taking a 
leave of absence for personal reasons. He 
had to get away from basketball, find a 
way to fall in love with it again. 

Then, something happened that put 
everything in perspective. 


Help from an old friend 

On Dec. 12, 1993, a week and a day 
after Hurley had received that much- 
needed affirmation from his older 
brother, Bobby was involved in a horrific 
car accident in Sacramento. 

Blindsided by a driver who didn’t have 
his headlights on, Bobby suffered a severed 
trachea, two collapsed lungs, a fractured 
left shoulder blade, five broken ribs, a 
small fracture in his back, a torn anterior 
cruciate ligament in his right knee, a 
fractured right fibula and a sprained wrist. 
He was lucky to have survived. 

When Dan Hurley went out to visit 
him in the hospital, he was overcome with 
emotion, much of it guilt about how he 
hadn’t appreciated the opportunity to get 
an education and play college basketball. 

“I was in a good position in life,” Hurley 
says, “but I was ungrateful and had no 
perspective. Bob’s accident helped me 
with that.” 

Hurley returned to St. Anthony to get 
back in the gym and work out, and started 
feeling better about the sport again. 


Then, Bob Sr. got pneumonia, and Hurley 
stepped in to help coach the team. 

“Even though he was a knucklehead, he 
commanded the kids’ attention,” Bob Sr. 
says. “In the recesses of his brain, he knew 
he still loved the sport, loved teaching it, 
and wanted to continue to play.” 

Hurley re-enrolled at Seton Hall for the

second semester and started practicing 
with the team, playing well. Late in the 
season, head coach P.J. Carlesimo asked 
him if he wanted to play out the season. 
But Hurley declined, instead taking a 
redshirt. He wanted a fresh start the 
following season. 

Carlesimo was an excellent coach, but 
he was tough on his players and employed 
a style not conducive to a point guard. 
After that 1993-94 season, he left to coach 
the NBA’s Portland Trail Blazers. In came 
George Blaney, who was like a godsend 
for Hurley. 

Blaney had grown up in the same 
Jersey City neighborhood as Bob Sr. His 


younger brother, Jimmy, was Bob Sr.’s 
teammate in the backcourt at St. Peter’s 
Prep. When George would return home 
for the summer from college at Holy Cross 
in Worcester, Massachusetts, where he 
was a star player, he’d come to the local 
playground to shoot, and Bob Sr. would 
retrieve balls for him. 

As a.coach, he had a more wide-open 
style of play and, perhaps most importantly, 
was someone with whom Hurley could 
talk to about anything. The type of stuff he 
couldn’t talk about with his dad. 

“When Coach Blaney came in there, it 
was the weirdest experience, going into 
his office and talking about relationships 
with girlfriends, family,” Hurley says. “As 
a coach, aren’t you supposed to be asking 
about my ballhandling and assist-to- 
turnover [ratio]? He showed me a valuable 
lesson that coaching is a connection you 
need to make with people you work with, 
the people that play for you, so you can 
truly have an impact on their life.” 

Hurley played much better his final two 
seasons at Seton Hall, averaging 13.8 points 
per game as a junior and 14.3 asa senior. 
The calming influence of Blaney and Sister 
Catherine had a lot to do with that. 

But it was late in his senior year, after 
his basketball career was over, that Hurley 
met the most important person in his life. 


A wild, unpredictable ride 

Andrea Sirakides was a Jersey girl, 
growing up in Freehold, then Toms River. 
Her parents, Ken and Patty, had grown up 
in Jersey City, and Ken was an avid sports 
fan, a Mets and Giants season-ticket holder. 
He knew of Bob Hurley Sr., and Andrea 
would accompany him to watch Hurley's 
St. Anthony battle Christian Brothers 
Academy ina rivalry game each year. 

No doubt Dan Hurley was the starting 
point guard in a few of those games. Not 
that Andrea knew, or cared. 

“T hated it,” she recalls, with a laugh. 

A few years later, with dreams of 
becoming a clothing designer, Andrea 
wanted to go to the Fashion Institute of 
Technology in Manhattan. But mom and 
dad didn’t think she was street-smart 
enough for the Big Apple, and made a 
deal: go to Seton Hall for a year or two, 
get your core curriculum under your belt, 
then transfer to FIT. 

And, after all, “Danny Hurley goes to 
Seton Hall,” her dad told her. 

“Who cares?” she replied. 

In late March of her freshman year, 
Andrea’s friend, Emily Griffis, took her 
out to The Hall, a popular campus bar. 
She was introduced to Hurley, who was 
“totally rough around the edges” but gave 
her a ride home that night. They agreed to 
go out again. 

Andrea has naturally curly hair but had 
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straightened it the night she met Hurley. 
When he picked her up for a date about 

a week later, her hair was curly again. 
Hurley’s first words: “Youre not the girl 

I met at The Hall. You don’t look like her!” 

Rough around the edges, indeed. 

Later that night, they went back to 
Hurley’s apartment, where Andrea started 
getting nervous. Hurley turned on the 
TV to watch golf, opened up a package of 
Ritz crackers and barely spoke. When she 
asked him to take her home, he got up, 
went outside, then came back in to inform 
her that his car had been stolen. 

Andrea wasn’t so sure, thinking it was a 
ploy to get her to stay over. 


“Are you gonna call the cops?” she asked. 


“No, tomorrow,” Hurley said. 

“Your parents?” 

“No, tomorrow.” 

Andrea slept the whole night sitting up, 
with shoes and coat on the entire time, in 
case she had to run out of the apartment. 
And yet ... 

“T kinda liked it,” she confesses. “I was 
like, “This guy’s nuts.’ I can’t stand clingy 
people, too-affectionate people. I got 
somebody who wasn’t that lovey-dovey 
kind of guy.” 

Dad was happy, too, proclaiming, 
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“I can’t believe you found Danny Hurley!” 

In truth, Andrea helped Danny Hurley 
find himself. 

“Andrea was the best thing ever to 
happen to me at Seton Hall,” Hurley says. 
“I was just bad in relationships. But I knew 
I met a special woman.” 

Dan and Andrea’s relationship grew 
quickly. He had the opportunity to play 
professionally in Europe that summer, 
and asked Andrea to come with him. 

“You're not married, you're not engaged,” 
Patty Sirakides told her daughter. “You're 
not going!” 

The couple got engaged in August, but 
Hurley wound up not going to Europe, 
either. He coached with his dad and 
worked as a health teacher at St. Anthony 
for a year, then got a job as an assistant 
coach at Rutgers, a month before he and 
Andrea got married in August 1997. 

It’s been a wild, unpredictable ride 
ever since. Their first child was due July 
7, 1999, but Hurley needed to be out on 
the road recruiting from July 5 to Aug. 

1. So Andrea drank a couple of bottles 
of castor oil, then walked around their 
neighborhood all day to induce labor. 

Danny Jr. was born on July 1. He’s now 
a sophomore at Seton Hall. Andrew, 16, is 






















































































































































































at Glastonbury High. 

Hurley turned around St. Benedict’s, 
Wagner, then URI, where Andrea developed 
friendships that will last a lifetime. Ollie 
was fired on March 10, 2018. A week later, 
URI was unceremoniously bounced from 
the NCAA tournament by Duke. 

That kicked off an intense week for the 
Hurleys. On Monday, March 19, UConn 
athletic director David Benedict met with 
the Hurleys at their home with a contract 
offer. Later that day, the couple drove up 
to Providence to meet with Pittsburgh 
officials, who offered more money. The 
following day, URI came in with an offer. 

Andrea had to get out of the house for 
a bit as Hurley wrestled with a decision 
that would change the family’s lives. At 
one point they were going to stay at URI. 
Then, no, it’s UConn. Then he called his 
agent: “I’m not going to UConn anymore.” 

“Monday through Wednesday was a 
blur,” she says. “For something that should 
have been so exciting, it was awful. He 
second-guessed himself 27 times.” 

Finally, the decision was made. 
Hurley was moving on to yet another 
rebuilding challenge. 

“This is what I do,” he told Andrea. 

“I build programs.” 5

FROM THE OWNER OF CASK REPUBLIC, 
EVARITO’S IN SOUTH NORWALK IS MODERN 
MEXICAN ROOTED IN TIME-TESTED INGREDIENTS

By the time we're shown to our seats, Evarito’s already has us 
under its spell. 

Upbeat music pumps out of the PA system, the large wooden bar 
is adorned with fresh pineapples and other fruits, and the shelves 
behind the bar glow with bottles of tequila and mezcal. The bar 
is the focal point of an equally large and open space with lofty 
ceilings, murals and seating for 145. 

During our visit, there was also the option for great outdoor 
seating on a sidewalk patio. A rooftop lounge with water views is 
in the works for spring. The food, a high-end take on traditional 
Mexican cuisine with a few modern touches, is a strong 
complement to the fun atmosphere. 

Opened over the summer, Evarito’s is the latest restaurant from 
Skal Restaurant Group, which runs The Ginger Man in Greenwich 
and the Cask Republic bars and restaurants in New Haven, 
Stamford and Norwalk. Owner Christian Burns had been eyeing 
the location, a former furniture store, for several years. A native

of Brooklyn, New York, and a graduate of the French Culinary 
Institute, Burns initially wanted to open a location specializing in 
Tex-Mex food, the style of cuisine he had fallen in love with while 
living in Texas. 

Over the years he traveled to many areas in Mexico, and his 
plans for the new restaurant became less Tex and more Mex. 

“During all of these travels, the vision for the restaurant 
morphed into a modern, chic space, just like many places in 
Mexico City, that showcases our take on authentic Mexican 
cuisine,” he says.

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like wood-fired Portuguese octopus and Veracruz arroz a la tumbada, 
shrimp, fish, clams and chorizo with chipotle tomato broth. 

The fresh-made tortillas were a high point of several dishes. Served 
warm, they have a rich, smoky taste and each is made to order from 
fresh masa, the dough used for corn tortillas, supplied to Evarito’s 
by Tortilleria Nixtamal in Queens. “We receive 
deliveries nearly daily of the white corn and blue corn 
masa,” Burns says. “The only ingredients are corn, 
water and hydrated lime. Chef Hugo mixes the two 
colors of masa to make this uniquely colored, fresh, 
hand-pressed tortilla.” 

The masa-powered tortillas are a star of the tacos, 
which include chorizo and cauliflower flavors, and 
the fajitas. One of the strongest dishes we tried, 
the fajitas are a mix of old and new. “The goal with 
the fajitas al carbon was for them to be unique and 
not what was to be expected from fajitas people are 
used to,” Burns says. “The wood-fired grill is a major part of the unique 
flavor, along with the marinades we use on the proteins and vegetables. 
Typically you would see fajitas come with peppers, onion, cheese and 
sour cream.” At Evarito’s, those standard ingredients are replaced with 
wood-fired vegetables including leafy greens, beets and squash. Burns 
adds that the finishing touches “are the hand-pressed, fresh masa 
tortillas, salsa roja and cilantro crema.” 

For a less common but equally well-executed dish, try the Mayan 
pork rib, slow cooked in a black bean stew with a dense, smoky flavor. 
“The dish is usually consumed on the Riviera Maya in the Quintana 
Roo, a state on the Yucatan Peninsula,” Orozco says. “While traveling 
to visit the Coba ruins, [I] came upon a small eatery where the pots had 
been simmering through the day over embers. This is where the Mayan

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You Dim Sum, You Lose Some 


For the Uninitiated, Golden Palace in Uncasville is a Gamble Worth Taking 


Every time | scan a menu in anticipation of 
ordering Chinese food, the possibilities seem 
endless. Hundreds of choices ranging from familiar to 
exotic, broken down into categories, somehow always 
ready in 10 minutes no matter how much you order. 

And what do | end up with? Steamed pork 
dumplings and sesame chicken. Almost every time. 
Sure I’ve had lo mein, fried rice, egg rolls, wonton 
soup and most of the common dishes that are the 
staples of Chinese American cuisine. But no matter 
how long | stare, my eyes drift back to my go-tos. 

When the idea of checking out Golden Palace 
for November's Under the Radar was presented to 
me, | jumped all over it for two reasons. One, I’m 
always in the mood for pork dumplings and sesame 
chicken. Two, | haven't needed much of an excuse 
to head out to Uncasville since | turned 21. 

It’s no secret that Mohegan Sun has a number of 
great restaurants to choose from, but just one exit 
away is a truly authentic Chinese food experience. 

Before heading east | checked the Golden Palace 
website and noticed they offered “dim sum” daily 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. | had always assumed dim 
sum was just a dish | had yet to order. A quick 
internet search corrected my faulty thinking. Dim 
sum is a style of Chinese cuisine consisting of 
small, bite-size portions. Perfect for experimenting. 
The dumplings and chicken would have to wait. 





Brut Force 


New Champagne-Inspired Style of IPA Bubbles Up 


When Tyler Cox, the brewmaster at Outer Light 
Brewing Co. in Groton, decided he wanted to learn 
how to make a brut IPA, he did something both 
obvious and brilliant. He called the San Francisco 
breweries that had first brewed the new style. 

“| said, ‘Hey, I’m a brewer in New England, can 
you talk to me about how you did it?’” Cox recalls. 
“As is typically the case in the brewing industry, 
they were very helpful in taking me through how it 
was brewed and they sent me a lot of information.” 

In July, Outer Light became the first 
Connecticut brewery to offer the beer when it 
released its Batch Five Hundred Brut IPA. Several 
other breweries started producing their versions 
soon after, and though the style remains relatively 
rare throughout the state, it is possible to find if 
you keep an eye out. 

Conceived last fall by San Francisco brewers 
at Social Kitchen and Brewery and Cellarmaker 
Brewing Co., brut IPAs are a new sub-genre of 
IPAs. They are characterized by their dryness 
(non-sweetness), light, clear and decidedly 
non-hazy appearance, and lack of bitterness. 
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Immediately upon taking our seats, a piping hot 
pot of green tea was placed on the table (green, 
jasmine or chrysanthemum tea are the options for 
the traditional dim sum brunch beverage) along 
with a paper menu and a pencil. For those familiar 
with Bartaco, the ordering style is almost identical. 
Mark each item you want on the menu and before 
you know it plates are being delivered. 

We picked nine for the two of us, mostly because 
my research led me to believe these were “small, 
bite-size portions.” That was not the case, at least 
at Golden Palace. The portions were generous, 
especially for the price (eight of the nine dishes 
were under $4). And because the food arrives 
sporadically, we were absolutely stuffed before the 
last three plates even made it out of the kitchen. 

Our first mistake was ordering too much. Our 
second mistake was ordering three variations 
(cilantro, minced fish, fatty spare ribs) of steamed 
rice rolls. The minced fish arrived first and was 
excellent. Those with texture issues may want to 
shy away, however, as the rice roll is thick, wide 
and bordering on gelatinous. The cilantro was also 
very good but the fatty spare rib was regrettable. | 
guess some people like fat wrapped around a bone 
perched atop gelatinous noodles, but I’m not one 
of them. Also, at $6.75 it was the most expensive 
item we ordered. 


The extreme dryness of the beer is accomplished 
thanks to an enzyme amyloglucosidase 
(“amylase”) that helps the yeast eliminate sugars 
during the brewing process. 

Bruts have been embraced in reaction to the 
popular New England IPAs, which are cloudy and 
often on the sweeter side. However, like New 
England IPAs, they are extremely hoppy with 
low bitterness, thanks to a brewing process 
known as late, or dry, hopping. Some brut IPAs 
produced outside Connecticut are even served at 
higher carbonation levels to give the beer extra, 
champagne-inspired pop. 

Thimble Island Brewing Co. in Branford offers 
a Brut Super Dry IPA that is a great easy-drinking 
beer with some of the tropical fruit-forward flavors 
associated with a New England-style IPA, but a 
more refreshing, less thick body. 

“We hopped it as we would a NEIPA,” says Dan 
Carr, head brewer at Thimble Island Brewing. “To 
try and get as close to champagne we used a hop 
combination that leads to definite notes of white 
grape and citrus zest, notes and aromatics you 





We knew the roast pork croissant and roast 
pork bun (three of each come with an order) were 
can't-miss choices. The pork is secondary in both, 
but the croissant is flaky and light and the bun is 
doughy and delightful. 

Golden fried dough played the part of both palate 
cleanser and dessert, although there are also four 
dessert options we did not try — a fried sticky 
rice flour ball, sponge cake and two Jell-O cakes. 
The scallion pancake was perfection, and my only 
complaint about the beef meatballs with bean curd 
sheet was that it was one of the last dishes to come 
out. | know it was tasty, but | also know it’s not 
something you dive into when you're already full. 

The most interesting item, aside from the 
aforementioned bone and fat casserole, was 
sticky rice wrapped in steamed lotus leaves with 
sausage, pork, chicken, bamboo shoots, mushroom 
and egg. This really hammered home the idea that 
we were eating authentic Chinese food, and not the 





would associate with a sparkling white wine or 
sauvignon blanc.” 

Forest City Brewing in Middletown offers 
a brut IPA that is so dry, and has such a light 
mouthfeel, it is reminiscent of hopped ciders. 
Owner Chris Coughlin says he heard about the 
style when it developed on the West Coast and 
began researching it, “developing the concept of 
what | would want from a brut IPA — something 
effervescent and refreshing with a muted malt 
profile, a light-fruity hop character, and an 
incredibly dry finish that leaves you wanting 
another pour.” 

Outer Light’s take on the style is light, and like 
other bruts, eminently refreshing, with a classic 
IPA flavor but with a lighter body that gives it 
many of the good qualities of a lager and makes it 
a better accompaniment to a meal. 

“It’s just like champagne — the whole idea 
is to have this tingle on your tongue from the 
carbonation and not a whole lot of residual sugar, 
or in my case no residual sugar, left in the beer,” 
Cox says. “People love it.” | ERIK OFGANG |

LITCHFIELD’S BAKEHOUSE OFFERS 
AMAZING BREAD AND PASTRIES

The first thing that hits you is the 
aroma. As soon as the door opens to The 
Bakehouse in Litchfield, the air is filled 
with scents of fresh bread, cupcakes, 
cookies, croissants and other pastries. 

A few moments later, as you bite into these 
goods, from a magnificent sourdough 
bread to a soft Sperlonga loaf, or the warm 
buttery croissant or perfectly sweetened 
cookie, you realize your initial senses did 
not lead you astray. 

Allison Varian and Jeremy McKendry 
opened The Bakehouse in May in the old 
Litchfield Jail, across from the town green. 
McKendry is a breadmaking master, 
having studied the art — and in his hands 
it is indeed that — at the International 
Culinary Center in New York City, 
formerly the French Culinary Institute. 
After school, McKendry worked as head 
baker at a Whole Foods Market in Yonkers, 
New York, where he met Varian, a baker 


and professionally trained pastry decorator. 


Three years ago, the couple decided they 
wanted to open a bakery of their own. 

“We came across Litchfield after two 
years of looking,” McKendry says. They 
quickly fell in love with the spot and 
thought it would be a perfect place to share 
their baking skills, and were happy to find 
the old jail space available. As McKendry 
puts it, “The jailhouse is a bonus; the town 
was the prize.” 

The secret to the bakery’s bread, 
McKendry says, is the pre-ferments, 
or starters, for the dough. McKendry 
began using one starter, his “poolish,” 
when he was in culinary school about 10 
years ago. “I’ve been maintaining it ever 
since,” he says. “Its flavor comes from its 
surroundings. The water, the flour, the time 
of year, the temperature all play a part.” 





The fermentation is what creates the 
rich bread flavors found at the bakery, 
along with the reverence McKendry and 
Varien place on the baking process. Asked 
about their challah bread, a traditional 
Jewish bread made with eggs and oil and 
generally eaten on Friday evenings and 
Saturdays, McKendry says, “Challah 
is more than just flour, water, eggs and 
honey, so we treat it that way.” The result 
of this process is a braided challah bread 
that glistens with a beautiful golden- 
brown crust and tastes every bit as good 
as it looks. 

When it comes to the pastries, 
McKendry says it’s all about ingredients 
and execution. “We use flour, water, 
butter, sugar, salt, math and passion to 
create great treats,” he says. The cupcakes 
are perfectly presented with flowing 
designs on their tops, and a flavor that 
is hard to forget. Popular cake flavors 
include chocolate ganache and the lemon 
curd, one of the bakery’s signatures. There 
are also muffins, cinnamon rolls and 
other treats. 

Beyond pastries and bread, The 
Bakehouse offers excellent coffee, 
including nitro cold brew on tap, which 
is sourced from Sacred Ground Coffee 
Roasters in Sherman. 

Both McKendry and Varian are excited 
to own a business in Litchfield. “We found 
a town that had a need for our skills,” 
McKendry says. “We couldn't be happier.”

BERNARD'S EXECUTIVE CHEF 
OFFERS A UNIQUE TAKE 

ON PUMPKIN CHEESECAKE 
(SEEDS AND ALL)

For Bernard Bouissou, nothing says fall 
more than decadent pumpkin cheesecake 
with pumpkin seed brittle. “I’m inspired by 
all the autumn produce. They didn’t really 
have pumpkins in the south of France, so 
I love working with them,” says the native 
Frenchman and owner and executive chef of 
Bernard’s in Ridgefield. 

Bouissou plans his French-focused menu 
by following the seasons and utilizing fresh, 
local ingredients. In 2012, he created a large 
vegetable garden on the property alongside 
the restaurant, featuring 28 raised beds, as 
well as apple, peach and pear trees, and an 
herb garden. He grows more than half the 
produce served at the restaurant. “I’m the type 
of chef who likes to speak with our farmers 
and vendors to ask them about what they 
have that is really great right now or if there 
is something new on the market. Local is 
something that influences what I do.” 

Raised in Saint-Etienne-de-Tulmont 
in southern France, Bouissou 






















began his culinary career at age 13 in the 
tradition of many great European chefs who 
embark on apprenticeships at a young age. 
Upon moving stateside in 1984, Bouissou 
worked under noted chef Daniel Boulud at 
Plaza Athénée and Le Cirque restaurants in 
New York City, then became sous chef at Le 
Cygne, a banquet chef at Tavern on the Green, 
and executive chef at La Panetiere in Rye, New 
York. Bouissou and his wife, Sarah, opened 
Bernard’s in March 2000. Sarah runs her 
eponymous wine bar upstairs. 

“I grew up in the southwest of France, one 
of 10 kids,” says Bouissou, who describes his 
cooking style as contemporary French with 
Italian and American influences. “We pretty 
much grew everything we ate. My uncle had a 
farm across the street with cows, pigs, sheep 
and chickens, so every year we would get a 
large pig and make all sorts of charcuterie, 
sausage and head cheese. We raised ducks and 
rabbits and my father hunted.” Thus began 
Bouissou’s culinary philosophy of using what

you have and not wasting anything. 

From an early age, he helped his 
mother in the kitchen. “At the age of 
11 my parents asked what I wanted 
to do with my life. Since I always 
enjoyed being in the kitchen, I went 
off to culinary school,” he says. “After 
a couple of years working in Europe, 
I had the opportunity to come to 
the United States to work for Daniel 
Boulud. I always wanted to explore 
other countries, so this was a perfect 
opportunity.” 

When Bouissou arrived in the U.S., 
he did not speak English, but came 
with a good work ethic and a love of 
cooking.

AFTER 25 YEARS, CAROLE PECK KEEPS THINGS FRESH AT HER WOODBURY EATERY

Why has Carole Peck’s Good News 
Cafe in Woodbury remained a top 
eatery in Connecticut, long after other 
restaurants have come and gone like so 
many food fads? 

“It’s because I’m stubborn,” says a 
laughing Peck during a telephone chat 
from France, which she and her husband, 
artist Bernard Jarrier-Cabernet, visit 
several times a year at their country home 
in the Provence region of Avignon. “I 
refuse to give up my ideals, my beliefs. My 
motto is: ‘In food we trust.’” 

Meaning? 

“It’s food you know, food that you can 
trust, that J can trust. Get it? It’s knowing 
that I’m going to buy the right thing, and 
that I trust the people I deal with, like the 
farmer, the fishmonger. And it’s being part 
of a community which also believes in the 
same things. We trust each other.” 

For a quarter-century, diners have 
trusted her name-above-the-title 
restaurant, which takes fresh, locally 
sourced and organic ingredients and 
creates something simply sublime. 

This month marks 25 years at the three- 
story converted cider mill, which is also the 
couple’s home. Asked what will be special 
this anniversary month, Peck says it will be 
time for “squash, squash, squash.” 

“My duck guy also just texted me that 
he had legs and breasts and whole ducks, 
so we're going to do some duck stuff,” she 
says. “And I have some people who fish for 
me, so it depends what they’re bringing in. 
Swordfish is in season now, so I'll expect 
that. Persian rice with swordfish is a 
wonderful combination this time of year.” 

And she has a new gluten-free pizza, 
which has a crust made from cauliflower 
“that we'll do with pears and squash and 
with — or without — bacon, depending 
what you like.” 

Long before the term “farm to table” 
was a phrase, much less a movement, Peck 
and her staff at the 170-seat restaurant 
were doing what comes naturally. 

Diners have responded gratefully. Most 
are loyal locals who appreciate a divine 
fresh tuna salad melt — “that’s one I can 
never take off the menu,” she says — ora 
freshly baked English muffin. High-profile 
patrons have included Nicole Kidman, 
Daniel Day-Lewis, Hillary and Bill 
Clinton among them. 

Good News was not Peck’s first 
restaurant in Connecticut. Her career as a 
restaurant owner in the state started ina

100-year-old farmhouse in New Milford 
owned by Skitch and Ruth Henderson, 
who had launched the Silo Cooking School 
there. Peck’s restaurant earned raves and 
attracted crowds, but had a tiny kitchen, 
which, after five years, led her to relocate 
and open Good News. “People in my 
kitchen have been with me for years.” Delfo 
Fajardo, her chef, has worked for her for 29 
years and started out as a dishwasher. 

When asked about the latest food 
trends, she predicts even more vegan 
dishes and a growth in popularity of 
Korean cuisine. Middle Eastern elements 
“are also coming into their own — and 
Indian, too, because there’s a lot of 
vegetarian dishes there. I wish that 
avocados would wane but I don’t think 
that’s happening. Everyone wants to be 
local but they’re eating avocados coming 
from who knows where.” 

Some of her earliest menu items have 
remained because of their popularity: 
wok-seared shrimp, lobster soup with 
meaty chunks, and Miss Peggy’s crispy 
onion bundle. 

Her favorite dish is the market catch of 


the day with horseradish crust. “Whenever 


I'm feeling down I take that home,” says 
Peck, who grew up in Newburgh, New 
York, surrounded by food typical of a 
middle-class family of the 60s and food of 
her Ukrainian heritage: stuffed cabbage, 
pierogies and lots of beet dishes. 

Peck discovered her calling as a teenage 
short-order cook at Howard Johnson’s, 


where she says she fell in love with “the 
whole crazy atmosphere of the kitchen.” 
She then went to the Culinary Institute of 
America, which moved from New Haven 
to Hyde Park, New York, in her second 
year. She was one of 18 women in the 
1973 class of 500 men, only the second 
class to admit women. Mentored by the 
CIA’s president, Jacob Rosenthal, she 
apprenticed with Fernand Granger at New 
York’s Le Pavillon. 

At 24, Peck became one of a handful 
of female executive chefs in the country 
at Sea Pines Plantation on Hilton Head 
in South Carolina, where she oversaw 
three restaurants and a banquet facility. 
She would run kitchens on Cape Cod, the 
Berkshires, Key West and spectacularly 
at Miami’s Fisher Island. In Austin, 
she and Bernard opened their own 
celebrated restaurant, La Provence. 
Following problems with a business 
partnership there, she went to La 
Greco in Manhattan. Then she came to 
Connecticut — and stayed. 

One of her greatest gifts, Peck says, 
is that she can “compose dishes in my 
imagination. It’s like composers who 
hear the music in their heads. I don’t 
necessarily even have to taste the dish to 
get it. I just let it happen because when I 
push it, it doesn’t work. As I get older I 
understand that you don’t push it. Let it 
come naturally.”

O:: OF THE FIRST THINGS 
YOU NOTICE watching 
wildlife photographer Todd 
Gustafson’s stunning photography 
dance across the screen is how 
close to the action he is able to 

get. In To the Ends of the Earth: 
East Africa, premiering Wednesday, 
November 21 at 9 p.m. on CPTV, Gustafson explains 
that, “being in the right place at the right moment is 
key to capturing the story.” 


But it’s more than just good fortune that leads to 
such breathtaking photos. For 20 years, Gustafson has 
been leading photo safaris to East Africa. He grew up 
in Tanzania, the son of two missionaries. His father, 
ater a photographer, zoologist, and biologist, instilled 
in his son a love of the East African landscape and the 
many creatures that live there. 


Decades later, Gustafson regularly photographs the 
ife-and-death, day-to-day existence of these creatures, 
including zebras, giraffes, elephants, and more. His 
camera lens captures the dramatic moment of a kill, 
the touching image of a mother lovingly grooming 
her young, the tense standoff between two males 
as they fight over a mate, and the heart-stopping 
instance as a mother gives birth to a new offspring 
while wondering if a predator is on the hunt nearby. 





He classifies these interactions as “life moments” 
and insists that they happen in both the human and 
animal worlds. “What | want to do is engage the

viewer in what might be called the 
human condition, but in nature,” 
Gustafson says. In a set of photos 
featuring a newborn baby elephant 
crossing a river, for example, his 
mother and other adult elephants 
flank him in order to ward off 
danger. According to Gustafson, this 
is a “life moment,” and it’s easy to picture the same 
maternal instincts in humans. 


In order to make “photographic sense of these 
seemingly random events,” Gustafson uses his deep 
knowledge of animal behavior to anticipate what each 
creature’s next move will be. For instance, Gustafson 
usually travels to Tanzania in February to capture the 
migration of wildebeest in the Serengeti, resulting in 
astonishing photographs illustrating the power of the 
annual event. 


Most of us will never experience first-hand the 
wonders of East Africa, one of the last wild places on 
Earth. However, through a photographer's lens, we can 
enjoy the incredible landscape of East Africa and the 
amazing creatures that inhabit it. P|

RESCUES IN U.S. HISTORY 


WAS LED BY A LEGENDARY CONNECTICUT RANGER 


Thirty miles behind enemy lines, 133 
USS. soldiers from the Army’s 6th Ranger 
Battalion crawled as silently as they could 
toward Japan’s infamous Cabanatuan 
prison camp in the Philippines. 

It was Jan. 30, 1945, and as evening set 
in, the Rangers were in the midst of one of 
the most audacious rescue missions in the 
history of special operations. The leader of 
the raid was Col. Henry Mucci, a native of 
Bridgeport who was as colorful and heroic a 
figure as any celebrated this Veterans Day. 

Born in 1909 to parents who emigrated 
from Sicily, he was a graduate of West Point. 
During World War II, Mucci, who survived 
Pearl Harbor in 1941, is credited with 
transforming an unspectacular field artillery 
unit into the elite 6th Ranger Battalion. 

A natural leader, Mucci’s men adored 
him “in large part because anything he 
asked them to do and anywhere he asked 
them to go he was right alongside them,” 
Hampton Sides writes in Ghost Soldiers: 
‘The Epic Account of World War II’s Greatest 
Rescue Mission. “Mucci was a fitness 
enthusiast who could outrun and outmarch 
most subordinates ten years his junior. 
Thirty-three years old, he was a short, 
sinewy man with a pencil mustache.” 

In 1942, more than 70,000 U.S. soldiers 
serving in the Philippines were taken 
prisoner by the Japanese. These soldiers were 
subjected to the Bataan Death March, in 
which hundreds of U.S. prisoners perished. 
Life did not get much better after the march, 
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as about one out of every four prisoners of 
the Japanese died during the war. 

By 1944, U.S. forces were advancing 
across the Philippines. More than 500 
survivors of the Bataan Death March 
were still held at the prisoner camp at 
Cabanatuan, and the U.S. movement put 
their lives in danger. In December, on an 
island to the south, more than 125 prisoners 
of war were massacred at a prisoner camp 
in Puerto Princesa. A survivor’s horrific 
account led U.S. military officials to 
conclude that other prisoners would be 
killed as the U.S. reclaimed the Philippines. 
Efforts were quickly made to organize raids 
to rescue the prisoners. 

The first camp targeted for rescue was 
Cabanatuan. In early 1945, Mucci was 
chosen as the man to lead the raid. Three 
days before it took place, he gathered his men 
and asked them to volunteer for the mission. 

“It’s going to be extremely dangerous,” he 
said. “Some of you might not make it back.” 

He urged married men to withdraw 
from the assignment and told his troops 
he didn’t want any atheists. When no one 
dropped out, he ordered everyone to pray. 
“I want you to swear an oath before God; 
swear that you'll die fighting rather than let 
any harm come to those prisoners,” he said. 

Mucci traveled with his men behind 
enemy lines but delegated the planning of 
the raid to Capt. Robert Prince, a Seattle 
native and Stanford University graduate. 
After trekking into enemy territory, Mucci 


and Prince received intelligence reports 
about the camp from the Alamo Scouts, 

an Army reconnaissance unit operating 
behind enemy lines. They also coordinated 
with Filipino guerrillas, who would provide 
vital cover for the raid. One of these leaders, 
Juan Pajota, also played a key role in its 
strategy, suggesting they use carts pulled by 
carabao, or water buffalo, to carry prisoners 
too weak to walk. 

‘The enterprising guerrilla leader also 
helped Mucci and Prince maintain the 
element of surprise. The area around the 
camp was clear of vegetation, so even 
crawling on their stomachs it would be 
difficult for the Rangers to get within firing 
range of the camp without being noticed. The 
raid depended on overwhelming the Japanese 
before they had the chance to mount a 
defense. Pajota suggested they distract the 
sentries as the Rangers approached by flying 
a U.S. plane low over the camp. Mucci liked 
the idea and radioed the request. 

As the troops crawled toward the camp 
from multiple directions, the plane zipped 
low overhead, causing the guards to lift their 
gaze skyward, away from the threat creeping 
across the earth toward them. In unison, 
the Rangers unleashed a violent burst of 
artillery fire, destroying all the camp’s guard 
towers and pillboxes in a 15-second barrage. 
Having crippled its defenses, the Rangers 
moved through the camp and informed 
the prisoners they were freed. Many were 
shocked and had to be cajoled and prodded, 
not believing at first the rescue was real. 

More than 500 men were saved. 
Amazingly, during the entire action, only 
two Rangers died, though 20 of Pajota’s 
guerrillas were wounded. 

After the war, Mucci ran for Congress 
as a Democrat with a fervent anti-war 
platform. In his speech accepting the 
nomination, he said he left the Army 
because “the next war may very well end 
civilization itself.” (Through the years, he 
was guarded about his wartime experiences, 
refusing to grant interviews to journalists 
and not cooperating with authors of two 
books on the raid.) He lost the 1946 election 
to Republican John Davis Lodge, an actor 
who would later become governor. 

Mucci later worked for a Canadian oil 
company in Singapore and Saigon, where it 
was rumored he was really working for the 
CIA. He died in 1997 at the age of 88. 

The operation inspired the 2005 film 
‘The Great Raid. And in Connecticut, a 
portion of Route 25 between Newtown and 
Bridgeport is named for Mucci. It’s a small 
but important tribute to a hero of World 
War I. 
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
